Presbyteries,  eighty  ministers,  115  Ohuroh- 
es,  and  6,074  communicants.  The  total  of 
both  branches  is  four  Synods,  eighteen 
Presbyteries,  206  ministers,  306  Ohnrohes, 
and  18,577  communicants. 

These  figures  will  disappoint  some  who 
have  not  examined  into  the  matter.  Pres¬ 
byterianism  is  a  great  power  in  Indiana, 
but  numerically  it  is  very  much  inferior  to 
Methodism,  which  ten  years  ago  had  on  its 
rolls  19,653  members,  2,734  probationers, 
and  165  local  preachers,  a  total  of  ^,552  in 
the  Indiana  Conference  alone.  The  North¬ 
western  Indiana  Conference  had  15,000 
members,  making  over  34,000  communi¬ 
cants.  They  had  then  184  travelling 
preachers.  I  have  no  later  Minutes  to  con¬ 
sult,  but  the  Methodists  have  doubtless 
increased  since  1854.  They  are  the  pre¬ 
dominating  denomination,  and  previous  to 
this  war,  which  has  effected  some  great 
changes,  it  was  said  that  a  political  aspirant 
bad  very  little  hope  of  success  unless  he 
was  both  a  Democrat  and  a  Methodist.  At 
the  present  time  the  Methodist  preachers 
and  the  denomination  are  sound  and  good 
as-gojd.  There  is  still  a  pro  slavery  ele¬ 
ment  (not,  in  our  own  Church)  which  at 
times  acts  and  talks  hatefnlly  in  Indiana, 
but  as  a  whole  our  State  challenges  com¬ 
parison  with  her  sister  States  as  to  the  loy¬ 
alty  of  her  masses,  the  number  and  bravery 
of  her  soldiers,  the  records  of  her  sacrifices, 
and  the  zeal  of  her  people.  It  is  a  glorious 
but  sad  leaf  in  the  hi^tory  of  the  Hoosier 
State  which  records  her  decimated  regi¬ 
ments  and  her  honored  dead,  who  did  their 
part  in  nearly  every  battle  from  Bull  Bun 
to  Shreveport. 

But  to  return  to  the  subject  so  summarily 
abandoned,  I  can  see  that  Presbyterianism 
is  making  headway  in  this  commonwealth. 
It  is  true  our  Old  School  friends  outnumber 
ns,  but  in  the  first  place  we  are  glad  to  have 
a  denomination  prosper  which  nses  our 
Confession  of  Faith,  and  in  the  second 
place  we  onrselves  are  on  the  increase.  We 
have  noble  congregations  and  Churches  at 
Evansville,  Madison,  New  Albany,  Indian¬ 
apolis,  La  Fayette,  La  Forte,  and  other 
places,  and  within  two  years  we  have  dedi¬ 
cated  several  very  fine  Church  edifices.  We 
are  gradually  acquiring  the  means  of  use¬ 
fulness,  and  although  a  vast  work  is  yet  to 
be  done  in  Indiana,  we  do  not  despair  of 
seeing  it  done. 

In  the  future  I  see  danger.  A  startling 
proportion  of  our  young  men  are  in  the 
army,  and  not  only  are  multitudes  of  them 
demoralized,  but  a  very  considerable  share 
of  our  candidates  for  the  ministry  is  ab¬ 
sorbed  hopelessly  in  that  direction.  The 
Church  at  the  West  must  see  to  it  or  she 
will  find  herself  with  a  deorepid  ministry, 
and  none  or  very  few  young  men  coming 
forward  to  occupy  her  pulpits.  The  signs 
in  this  respect  are  plain  and  startling,  and 
we  must  be  up  or  suffer.

He  re¬ 
ceived  for  an*  answer  that  the  priests  had 
received  instructions  to  this  effect  from 
their  superiors.  This  fact  coming  to  the 
notice  of  tho  cfficeis  of  Government,  he  at 
once  ordered  the  arrest  of  the  two  priests. 
They  were  detained  nnder  bonds  for  trial. 
The  Bishop,  Speranza,  however,  belonging 
to  the  reactionary  party,  at  once  sent  and 
paid  the  sum  required,  and  thus  they  wore 
again  set  at  liberty.

up,  while  the  remainder  sent  a  volley 
throngh  his  heart.  This  was  done  in  pres¬ 
ence  of  his  sister.  Her  ories,  snd  teant, 
and  pravers,  moved  them  not.  The  only 
crime  of  this  man  was  in  having  sneo^ 
folly  elnded  the  conscription.  Some  of 
these  very  men  had  been  shot  at  through 
their  own  windows,  while  snrronnded  by 
their  families,  in  one  instance  wounding 
severely  the  wife  and  mother.  Their  prop¬ 
erty  was  taken,  even  to  the  last  horse,  and 
cow,  and  chicken,  oftentimes  the  last  grain 
of  wheat  and  corn,  there  being  not  now 
enough  in  the  whole  region  of  several 
connties,  for  seed.  One  woman  only  deter¬ 
red  them  from  taking  her  last  loaf  of  bread, 
by  drawing  an  axe  and  declaring  she  would 
strike  down  the  one  that  touched  it.  The 
leader  of  the  party  drew  a  pistol  and  swoi# 
he  wonid  shoot  her;  bnt  a  mothn’s  love^ 
desperately  brave  at  thought  of  her  starving 


of  painful  bnt  deep  interest, 
business  is  to  thank  God  and  cheer  the 
hearts  of  all  friends  of  education  and  relig¬ 
ion  by  the  intelligence  that  Qod  has  raised 
up  friends  who  have  bad  both  the  means 
and  heart  to  put  this  noble  Institntion  on 
its  trne  footing.  Duquoin  Female  Semina¬ 
ry  is  returned  to  the  hands  of  its  original 
Board  of  Directors  free  from  debt !  This 
happy  resnlt — the  result  of  the  almost  sn- 
perhuman  labors  of  Bev.  Josiah  Wood— is 
secured  by  the  noble  donation,  by  Mrs.  Pa¬ 
tience  O.  Morrison  of  Oollinsville,  of  six 
tbouoand  dollars.  I  know  that  this  lady 
will  shrink  from  the  publicity  given  to  her 
nnpretending  and  quiet  benevolence;  bnt 
it  will  be  impossible  for  those  who  have 
longed  and  prayed  for  this,  to  suppress  their 
emotions  or  t’xpressions  of  gratitude  for  a  re¬ 
lief  oomieg  at  an  unlocked -fox  timeand  man¬ 
ner,  by  which  the  Institution — so  bright  a 
spot  in  this  Southern  region — is  placed  in  a 
condition  to  fulfil  its  high  destiny,  unless 
the  people  of  Qod,  to  whom  He  has  entrust¬ 
ed  Ilis  property,  shall  refuse  the  compara¬ 
tively  small  sum  needful  for  repairs  and  fur¬ 
niture.  ^ 

I  think  the  proceedings  of  Presbytery — of 
which  I  have  given  only  a  part  — will  be 
read  with  interest.

LFcr  The  Evuigellst 
^BOOBESS  IN  ITALY. 

Milak,  Italy,  April  8,  1864. 

Mnsrs,  Editors: — The  Pope  still  lives, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  he  will  be  spared  yet 
for  some  time  to  come,  and  also  that  be 
will  continne  to  make  good  proof  of  his 
obstinacy  by  bolding  on  to  his  temporal 
power  with  the  greatest  possible  tenacity. 
Nothing  oonld  be  better  for  Italy.  He  has 
not  only  taken  the  most  effectnal  means  to 
ronder  himself  as  odious  as  possible  to  the 
Italians,  bnt  as  head  of  the  Church  he  is 
nndering  that  also  a  hated  institution,  op¬ 
posed  to  liberty  and  a  bitter  enemy  to  tho 
government. 

The  clerical  porty  in  the  Church  that 
represents  the  Pope  and  his  temporal  pow¬ 
er  is  nniversally  branded  as  the  reactionary 
party,  as  Austrians,  (and  it  takes  an  Italian 
to  tell  how  much  hate  is  expressed  by  this 
word,)  and  as  a  party  resolved  upon  the 
ruin  of  Italy.  This  party  is  just  as  obsti¬ 
nate  and  insolent  to  the  Government  as  the 
Pope  himself.  It  is  impndently  bold,  and 
the  lenient  treatment  it  has  as  yet  received 
from  the  Government  emboldens  it  still 
more  to  show  its  opposition.  A  strange  in- 
fatnation  seems  to  have  seized  it,  for  it  goes 
directly  against  the  popnlar,  living  senti¬ 
ment  of  the  people,  and  provokes  opposi¬ 
tion  so  strong  and  universal  as  it  cannot 
long  withstand.  It  is  the  old  hanghty  spirit 
of  Borne,  absolute,  regardless  of  right  and 
liberty,  despising  the  people,  bnt  conde- 
■oending  to  rule  over  them  by  its  own  di¬ 
vine  right.  It  seems  no  wiser  from  age  and 
•zperience,  bnt  fancies  that  here  in  Italy, 
at  least,  victory  is  sure.  It  is  not  deemed 
necessary  to  modify  Popery  to  suit  free 
Italy,  as  has  been  fonnd  essential  in  its  adap¬ 
tation  to  free  America.  There  is  no  other 
thought  than  that  all  Italians  belong  to 
Borne,  as  a  matter  of  conrse  ;  hence  Borne 
designs  here  no  change  of  tactics. 

Bat  disappointment  will  come.  There  is 
now  being  awakened  in  Italy  a  power  which 
the  Church  is  snre  to  feel,  and  feel  most 
keenly,  and  that,  too,  ere  long.  The  utter - 
nnoe  of  free  thonght  throngh  the  Press,  the 
growing  spirit  of  religions  and  independent 
inquiry  among  the  people,  give  undoubted 
aasnranoe  that  there  is  an  influence  at  work, 
it  may  be  silently,  and  in  some  parts  of  the 
land  slowly,  bnt  which  will  inevitably  sweep 
•way  every  hindrance  which  now  impedes 
the  progress  of  the  truth.  If  the  Italians 
have  not  as  yet  advanced  as  rapidly  as  we 
oonld  wish  towards  the  positive  and  vital 
doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  there  is  no  ques¬ 
tion  bnt  that  they  have  made  immense  pro¬ 
gress  towards  a  more  just  appreciation  of 
its  principles.  There  is  an  amazing  ad¬ 
vance  visible  everywhere;  so  much  so,  that 
Italy  can  never,  in  any  contingenoy,  retnrn 
to  what  she  was,  and  it  is  a  cheering  foot  to 
•11  the  friends  of  Christ,  that  evangelical 
efforts,  and  spiritually  reforming  tenden¬ 
cies  keep  pace  with  material  atffi  intellec- 
taal  advancement. 

One  of  the  most  significant  signs  of  pro¬ 
gress  is  to  be  found  in  the  heartiness  with 
which  the  people  oppose  this  reactionary 
party  in  its  opposition  to  the  Government  | 
The  Press  everywhere  is  most  severe  in  its  ] 
dennneiations,  not  only  npon  those  who  in  | 
•  political  sense  impede  the  operations  of 
the  Government,  bnt  also  upon  those  who 
endeavor  in  any  way  to  restrict  religious 
liberty.  Several  instances  have  recently 
ooonrred  of  these  reactionary  priests  op¬ 
posing  the  sale  of  the  Scriptures,  aud  ex¬ 
citing  the  ignorant  and  bigoted  to  disturb 
evangelical  meetings,  but  in  every  such 
instance  the  public  Press  has  given  them  a 
most  severe  castigation,  aud  the  Press  is  the 
voice  of  Jhe  people.  There  may  be  out¬ 
breaks  and  conflicts  in  the  progress  of  the 
evangelical  work,  bat  the  course  is  onward. 
Though  there  exists  this  Austrian  party,  as 
it  is  termed,  illiberal,  bigoted,  and  hostile 
to  the  present  free  Government  of  the 
country,  there  is  also  a  very  large  liberal 
party  in  the  Church,  inclnding  many 
priests,  who  are  in  favor  of  the  following 
tolorms,  viz  :— 1.  Full  and  free  restoration 
of  the  Bible  to  all  classes,  2.  Bestorution 
of  the  Liturgy  in  the  vernaonlar  tongne. 

,  S.  Abolition  of  the  enforced  celibacy  of  the 
priesthood ;  and  4.  Bestoration  of  the  inde¬ 
pendent  diocesan  rights  of  the  Bishops. 
There  shonld  be  added  also  to  the  above 
the  abolition  of  the  temporal  power  of  the 
Pope. 

.  The  facilities  now  afforded  for  the  evan¬ 
gelization  of  Italy  loudly  call  to  the  Chris¬ 
tians  pf  America  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  which  has  been  so  mneh  de¬ 
sired  and  BO  long  prayed  for,  and  this  is  to 
be  done  by  the  snpport  snd  increase  of  ex¬ 
isting  agencies,  more  especially  by  enabling 
the  "American  and  Foreign  Christian 
Union”  to  train  and  educate  an  efficient 
native  agency,  male  and  female,  employ 
oolportenrs,  and  snstain  evangelists.  The 
field  is  continually  widening,  and  we  are 
lacking  men  in  every  department  The  re¬ 
generation  of  sonls  in  Italy  is  a  noble  mis- 


cbildren,  was  resolnte,  and  the  ruffians,  not 
qnite  fiends,  retired.  Some  managed  bbo- 
oessfally  to  conceal  their  wheat  and  bacon, 
bnt  it  was  at  great  risk,  for  if  detected, 
they  were  likely  to  have  their  honses  bnnir 
ed,  or  be  mnrdered,  and  their  j^remisw 
were  searched  over  and  over  again.  For 
the  last  five  months  not  one  of  these  Union 
men  have  dared  to  be  seen  abroad.  Many 
ventured  upon  the  difficult  and  perilons 
journey  over  the  mountains  to  Eentnoky, 
some  of  them  being  shot  or  starved  in  the 
attempt.  Those  choosing  to  remain  were 
obliged  to  conceal  themselves,  "bunk  out,” 
as  they  call  it.  Holes  were  dag  in  the 
ground  on  some  side-hill  in  the  woods  (and 
the  woods  in  Tennessee  afford  most  admira¬ 
ble  hiding-places,  for  its  wild. bills  and 
mountains  al^nnd  in  thickets  impassable 
to  any  except  practised  woodsmen),  larro 
enough  for  two  or  three  men  to  stand  or  fie 
down  in.  A  roof  of  boards  was  made  a  few 
inches  below  the  snrfaoe,  and  then  covered 
with  dirt  and  leaves.  A  passage  was  cat 
out  at  the  side,  a  trap-door  made  to  fit  it 
nicely,  and  on  the  outside  of  this  leaves 
were  tacked,  so  that  when  it  was  closed  no 
outward  sign  of  the  habitation  was  visible. 
To  these  dens  they  brought  provision,  aa  it 
was  needed,  going  out  at  night  to  their 
homes  for  the  purpose,  or  in  times  of  peon- 
liar  danger,  laying  in  a  snpply  for  some 
length  of  time.  What  cooking  they  did 
was  done  at  night,  for  the  smoke  from  their 
fire  wonid  lead  to  detection  in  the  day  time. 
To  avoid  sparks  at  night,  which  would  have 
been  an  equally  snre  index  to  their  abodes, 
a  chimney  was  made  by  digging  a  long 
trench  up  the  side-hill  and  covering  it  wiw 
stones,  earth  and  leaves;  the  sparks  having 
BO  long  a  journey  to  travel,  oonld  not  hold 
ont  to  the  end.  Their  fires  were  made  only 
of  bark.  Here  they  slept  Ml  the  day,  vea- 
tnring  forth  only  at  night,  sometimes  to 
see  their  families,  at  others  to  sooat  and  dis¬ 
cover  the  whereabouts  and  movements  of 
their  enemies. 

There  was  a  sort  of  secret  poliee  arrange¬ 
ment,  by  which  all  needed  information  WM 
procure^  and  their  own  course  determined. 
The  bonks  were  sometimes  very  miserable 
dwelling-places.  In  wet  weather  they  wete 
damp  and  sickly,  in  oold  weather  ahaMt 
nnendnrable  withont  fire,  which  they  ooidd 
not  have  in  day  time.  When  the  saow 
storm  and  intense  coia  of  Jannary  came  so 
saddenly.  they  were  oanght  withoat  p*epa- 
ration.  They  had  only  provision  enongh 
for  three  or  four  days,  and  the  snow  pre¬ 
vented  them  from  going  ont  for  more,  for 
their  tracks  would  sorely  lead  to  detection, 
and  for  the  same  reason  cone  oonld  come 
to  them.  For  many  days  they  were  rednrod 
to  almost  a  starving  condition.  With  what 


"contrabands, 
of  the  Capitol.  A  lot  has  been  bonght ;  a 
Ohoroh  bnilding,  also  nsed  as  a  sohool- 
honse,  has  been  built,  capable  of  seating 
400  persons;  and  sixteen  small  honses  have 
been  put  up,  each  containing  two  rooms; 
these  are  all  neatly  whitewashed  and  rented 
to  colored  families  at  a  very  low  rate,  mnoh 
lower  than  "  shanties”  with  only  one  room 
rent  for  iu  the  vicinity.  The  mission  was 
inangnrated  by  Bev.  A.  M.  Milligan  of  New 
Alexander,  Pa.,  who  is  the  present  Moder¬ 
ator  of  the  Synod  of  the  Beformed  Presby¬ 
terian  Church.  At  this  time  it  is  nnder 
the  care  of  his  brother,  Bev.  J.  S.  T.  Mil¬ 
ligan  of  Birmingham,  Mich.  The  capacity 
of  colored  children  to  learn  is  folly  proved 
by  the  experiences  of  the  teachers  here  as 
elsewhere;  bnt  alas,  snoh  is  the  banefnl  ef¬ 
fect  of  prejudice  that  some  people  will  not 
yet  believe.  To  remove  that  unholy  spell 
which  still  binds  the  hearts  and  consciences 
of  men  is  an  object  worthy  of  the  efforts  of

LETTER  FROM  THE  WEST. 

Prest/iterianism  t»  Indianot—A  glance  at  Methodism— The 
Want  of  a  Rising  Ministry— Dr.  Rots  of  IluntseiUe. 

Induna,  April  223,  1864. 

In  the  Minntes  of  General  Assembly  for 
1806,  we  find  that  body  ordering  that  "Mr, 
James  Hoge,  Jr.,  employed  as  a  missionary 
for  three  months  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and 
parts  adjacent,”  a  pretty  large  field  for  one 
yonng  man,  although  as  tugged  and  indns- 
trions  as  the  one  who  ripened  into  the  pa¬ 
triarchal  Dr.  Hoge  of  Oolnmbns.  Whether 
Indiana  was  incladed  in  Mr.  Hoge’s  diocese 
j  is  not  stated,  and  whether  there  was  any 
I  Presbyterian  Church  west  of  the  Ohio  line 

From  the 


at  that  time,  I  do  not  know. 

Minutes  of  1809,  I  infer  that  within  the 
present  bounds  of  Indiana  there  were  elev¬ 
en  Presbyterian  Churches  included  within 
the  immense  domain  of  the  Transylvania 
Presbytery  in  the  Synod  of  Kentncky.  The 
missionary  collections  reported  that  year 
from  these  eleven  small  Churches  amonnted 
to  four  dollars  and  a  half.  In  1825  there 
was  one  Presbytery  in  the  State,  that  of 
Salem,  reaching  over  nearly  tho  whole 
State.  Its  size  will  be  seen  in  the  mention 
of  a  few  names  :  Evansville,  New  Albany, 
Madison,  on  the  Ohio;  Indianapolis,  Craw- 
fordsvillo,  Wabash,  in  the  interior  and  far 
towards  the  lake.  There  were  thirty-soveu 
Churches  in  the  Presbytery,  with  1207  com¬ 
municants.  There  were  then  nine  minis¬ 
ters  aud  three  licentiates.  Among  the 
ministers  we  notice  that  name  of  fragrant 
memories:  John  M.  Dickey;  Dr.  Crowe,  the 
first  President  of  South  Hanover  College; 
Qeorgo  Bush,  Pastor  at  Indianapolis;  aud 
Bayard  B.  Hall,  Professor  in  the  State 
University  at  Bloomington,  and  the  author 
of  a  vefy  humorous  book,  written  as  is  said 
to  lampoon  Dr.  Wylie,  the  President  of  the 
University. 

If  we  now  take  a  long  leap  to  the  memo¬ 
rable  year  1837,  we  shall  find  that  important 
changes  have  taken  place.  In  1824  tho 
Stale  University  was  started  at  Blooming¬ 
ton  ;  in  1827  Dr,  Crowe  began  his  gram¬ 
mar  school  at  Hanover  with  six  pupils,  thus 
laying  the  foundations  of  the  first  Presby¬ 
terian  College  in  the  State,  a  College  which 
has  done  noble  work  for  Presbyterianism  at 
tho  West;  in  1833  Waba-ih  College  at  Craw- 
fordsville  was  started  with  twelve  pupils  in 
the  primary  department.  This  is  also  a 
Presbyterian  College,  but  has  educated 
many  men  who  belong  to  other  denomina¬ 
tions.  In  1837  large  sections  of  tho  State 
were  a  wilderness.  The  Presbyterian 
Oharch  then  had  a  single  Synod,  inclnding 
six  Presbyteries,  112  Churches,  62  minis¬ 
ters,  aud  4,483  communicants. 

What  the  State  then  was  may  be  inferred 
from  "A  retrospect  after  thirty  years’  min¬ 
istry  at  Logansport,”  by  Dr.  M.  M.  Post. 
In  1830  "  two  females  constituted  the  entire 
element  of  Presbyterianism  within  twenty 
miles  of  Logansport.  Within  forty  miles 
save  at  our  place  there  was  not  one  organ¬ 
ized  Ohnrch.”  If  the  pioneers  in  other 
parts  of  the  State  bad  recorded  their  expe¬ 
rience  it  wonid  be  very  similar  to  this.  The 
Presbyterian  elements  were  few,  the  organ¬ 
izations  few,  and  the  obstacles  in  the  way 
of  progress  many.  A  single  fact  may  be 
added,  that  the  Eastern  wave  of  emigration 
mainly  rolled  on  to  the  more  inviting  prai¬ 
ries  of  Illinois,  whilst  the  emigration  from 
Kentncky,  Tennessee,  North  snd  South 
Carolina,  contributed  very  largely  to  the 
settlement  of  Indiana. 

If  now  wo  look  at  PresbvterisniHm  in  tv,o 


years. 

For  several  mouths  his  brigade  -waa  nS 
Hnntsville.  There  he  frequently  met  and 
heard  onr  old  friend  Dr.  Frederick  Boss. 
He  says  the  soldiers  are  very  fond  of  at¬ 
tending  the  Doctor’s  preaching.

He 
preaches  tho  Gospel  with  great  earnestness 
and  power,  On  ono  communion  day,  he 
gave  a  very  handcome  invitation  to  any 
strangers  present,  members  of  other  de¬ 
nominations,  to  commune  with  them.  My 
informant  says  the  Doctor  and  his  Church 
were  not  a  little  amazed  to  find  half  a  single 
regiment  accepting  the  invitation,  inclnding 
many  effioors.  When  the  next  commnnion 
day  came  soarcoly  any  soldiers  communed. 
When  the  Doctor  afterwards  learned  that 
some  of  his  female  members  bad  openly 
insulted  the  soldiers,  who  for  that  reason 
did  not  commune,  he  gave  these  women  a 
most  oharaoteristio  lesson  on  good  manners. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  my  informant  that 
the  Doctor  gave  up  the  contest  as  a  hope 
'less  job,  although  in  his  heart  he  prayed 
for  the  triumph  of  the  rebellion.

SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS. 

We  have  had  another  meeting  of  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  Alton,  and  it  was  hold  in  South¬ 
ern  Illinois — away  down  in  Egypt.  You 
see  Brother  Norton  (in  tho  Presbytery  Re¬ 
porter)  does  not  admit  that  Egypt  ex¬ 
tends  away  up  to  Alton  and  Kinmundy.  I 
agree  with  him.  When  I  lived  in  Belleville 
(1840)  it  was  not  considered  an  Egyptian 
town.  But  now  Presbytery  held  its  Spring 
meeting  in  the  heart  of  that  fabulous  land 
of  darkness  and  of  corn.  Let  mo  tell  yon 
of  the  place. 

Carbondttle  is  a  railroad  village,  abont 
sixty  miles  above  Cairo;  was  projected  by 
judicious  and  euterprieing  men,  who 
thought  education  and  religion  important 
parts  of  the  social  fabric,  and  who  mstde  ar¬ 
rangements  at  the  beginning  for  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  them.  They  reserved  two  entire 
blocks,  ono  on  each  side  of  tho  railroad,  at 
proper  distances,  for  common  school 
houses;  thinned  out  and  trimmed  up  the 
forest,  leaving  a  proper  number  of  the  mag¬ 
nificent  trees  for  shade;  covered  the  ground 
with  a  blue  grass  carpet;  built  a  good  and 
convenient  school  house,  and  enclosed  the 
whole  with  a  snbitautial  fence  on  each  of 
tho  reserved  lots.  They  reserved  lor,  and 
gave  a  forty-acre  tract  on  one  corner  of  the 
town — a beautif allocation— as  the  site,  and 
another  tract  of  liome  thirty  acres  on  anoth¬ 
er  corner,  for  the  benefit  of  a  eollege.  By 
the  charter,  I  believe,  ox  the  oonstitniion, 
the  Presbytery  of  Alton  was  invited  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  erect¬ 
ing  and,  in  some  sense,  managing  the  insti¬ 
tution.  A  substantial  bnilding  has  been 
erected  and  has  been  occupied  a  year  or 
more  in  the  higher  academical  branches. 
At  present  it  is  nnder  serions  peonniary 
embarrassments,  while  Presbytery  is  endeav¬ 
oring,  in  oodperation  with  the  Board,  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  means  of  relieving  it.  It  is  a  wor¬ 
thy  and  most  important  enterprise,  and 
failure  from  neglect  or  "  withholding  what 
is  meet,”  would  be  a  sin  against  all  futnre 
generations  of  "the  region  round  about.” 
Tho  town  is  on  a  beantifnl  site,  in  a  rich 
and  beantifnl  tract  cf  country  (woodland), 
fast  filling  np,  and  destined  to  be  a  centre 
of  vast  influence.  Tho  improvements  show 
good  taste  and  good  principles.  No  grog¬ 
shop  is  permitted  within  the  corporation. 
The  Presbyterian  Chnrch  has  a  neat  and 
good  edifice,  and  the  Methodist  another. 
I  do  not  remember  seeing  any  other,  but  I 
did  not  ramble  mnoh. 

The  meeting  of  Presbytery  in  this  delight¬ 
ful  village,  was  a  delightful  meeting.  Never 
in  the  whole  history  of  the  body,  which  is  a 
remarkable  history  for  harmony  and  earnest¬ 
ness,  was  there  a  meeting  more  fully  ohar- 


a  prayer,  even  the  simplest  petiu^  was 
never  heard  in  behalf  of  freedom.  Now  the 
heartfelt  utterances  of  Christ  like  piety  go 
up  lo  the  throne  of  God,  embracing  the 
whole  brotherhood  of  man.  The  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  under  the  pastoral 
care  cf  Dr.  Sunderlaucl,  is  entitled  to  a 
warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  good  and 
the  true.  They  fully  cooperate  with  him 
in  all  his  efforts  to  sustain  the  Goverumert 
and  to  crush  the  rebellion,  possessing  as  he 
doo.8  a  clear  conception  of  "the  right.”  So 
decided  in  his  convictions  of  dnty  is  ho,  so 
trne  to  the  demands  of  justice,  and  so  emi¬ 
nently  consistent  in  his  life,  that  his  name  has 
become  a  "  household  word  ”  among  all  the 
loyal  families  cf  the  District,  Yet  even 
this  godly  mao  was  the  snbjeot  of  an  attack 
by  the  liberty -hating,  slavery-loving  Sena¬ 
tor  Sanlsbury  a  short  time  ago,  becanse  in 
the  opening  prayer  Dr.  Snndetland,  as 
chaplain  to  the  Senate,  asked  forgiveness 
of  the  terrible  sin  of  those  men  who  had  in 
the  Senate  tried  to  make  the  Bible  snstain 
slavery.  The  resolution  offered  by  Mr. 
Sanlebnry  was  not  even  entertained  by  the 
members. 

Speaking  of  Dr.  Sunderland,  reminds  me 
of  a  pleasing  incident.  Last  Sabbath  a 
oolleotion  was  taken  np  to  relieve  the 
Chnrch  of  a  debt  of  about  86000.  The  col¬ 
lection  amounted  to  over  83500,  and  the 
balance  will  soon  be  made  np  by  private 
subscriptions  and  a  "festival”  nnder  the 
auspices  of  the  ladies  when  "strawberry 
time  ”  comes  round.

Bull’s  Gap,  Tenn.,  April  7th,  1864. 

Messrs,  Editors: — Day  before  yesterday 
several  rebel  families  were  brought  np  on 
the  train  from  Knoxville  to  this  place  to  be 
sent  nnder  flag  of  trace  to  the  rebeL  lines. 
It  was  in  accordance  with  their  wish.  They 
brought  with  them  servants  to  take  oare  of 
the  children  and  a  large  amount  of  bag¬ 
gage,  amounting  to  several  wagon  loads. 
The  ladies  were  dressed  in  style  and  bore 
themselves  somewhat  in  accordance  with 
tho  lofty  pretensions  of  Sonthern  aristocra¬ 
cy.  They  were  treated  respeotfully  and 
kindly.  To  day  an  ambnlanoe  train  was 
fitted  np  for  their  aooommodation,  and  an 
escort  of  cavalry,  with  two  days’  rations, 
started  with  them  to  the  rebel  lines. 

As  I  was  looking  at  the  departnre  of  thi8< 
company,  another  scene  attracted  my  at¬ 
tention.  Down  the  road,  np  which  the 
rebel  exiles  were  conveyed  in  snoh  seenrity 
and  comfort,  came  a  company  of  men,  one 
woman  and  five  girls.  All  were  on  foot, 
and  each  carried  a  carpet- sack  or  a  bundle, 
containing  all  they  had  to  eat  or  wear.  The  j 
woman  and  girls  each  carried  a  bundle  nn-  j 
der  their  arms.

ness,  and  large  heartedness  as  a  man;  his 
prayerfnlness,  spirituality,  and  marked  self- 
consecration  as  a  Christian;  his  ability  as  a 
preacher  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus;  his  dis¬ 
tinguished  fidelity  as  a  Pastor;  his  self- 
sacrificing  helpfulness  to  his  ministerial 
brethren  in  seasons  of  rehgions  interest.

“  When  the  assault  at  Vicksburg  was  at 
its  height  on  the  19  th  of  May,  and  I  was  in 
front  near  the  road  which  formed  my  line 
of  attack,  this  young  lad  came  up  to  me, 
wounded  and  bleeding,  with  a  good  healthy 
boy’s  cry,  jGen.  Sherman,  send  some  car¬ 
tridges  to  Col.  Malmborg;  the  men  are 
nearly  all  out.’  ‘What  is  the  matter,  my 
boy  ?  ’  ‘  They  shot  me  in  the  lej'  sir,  but 

I  can  go  to  the  hospital.  Sen^the  car¬ 
tridges  right  away.’  Even  where  we  stood 
the  shot  fell  thick,  and  I  told  him  to  go  to 
the  rear  at  once.  I  would  attend  to  the  car¬ 
tridges;  and  off  he  limped.  Jnst  before  he 
disappeared  on  the  bill  he  turned  and  call¬ 
ed  out  as  lond  as  ho  could,  ‘Calibre  54.’  I 
have  not  seen  the  lad  since,  and  his  Colo¬ 
nel,  Malmborg,  on  inquiry,  gives  me  his  ad¬ 
dress  as  above,  and  says  he  is  a  bright,  in¬ 
telligent  boy,  with  a  fair  preliminary  educa¬ 
tion. 

‘‘  What  arrested  my  attention  then  was, 
and  what  renews  my  memory  of  the  fact 
now  is,  that  one  so  young,  carrying  a  mus¬

quainted  with  the  roles  of  order  and  the 
form  of  government,  he  was  a  useful  man 
in  such  meetings.

In  addition  to  former  constant  expres¬ 
sions  of  generosity,  the  people  of  my 
charge,  a  few  days  since,  enclosed  to  me, 
throngh  the  postcfilce,  the  generous  gift  of 
one  hundred  and  seventy  dollars. 

In  this  oonneotioD,  it  is  due  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  Ohnroh  to  say  that  the  pas¬ 
toral  relation,  now  teaching  its  eighth 
year,  has  been  newly  cemented  by  a  pre- 
oions  work  of  grace.  The  Week  of  Prayer 
was  observed.  Special  stress  was  laid  n^n 
the  importance  of  revivals  at  borne;  Ad 
the  hearts  of  the  people  of  God  were  nnn- 
snally  drawn  ont  for  the  oonversion  of  the 
yoong.

A 
special  meeting  was  appointed  on  Tuesday 
evening  of  each  week,  for  parents,  the 
teachers  of  the  Sabbath  schools,  and  the 
children  and  youth  oonneotol  with  the  con¬ 
gregation,  Soon,  a  large  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  from  nine  to  fourteen  ye^rs  of  age 
were  awakened.  Also  a  number  of  young 
people,  and  a  few  adults.  Abont  forty  have 
exi)ree8ed  hope  in  Ohriet.  A  few  have  con¬ 


ed  enquiringly  to  the  teacher,  telling  the 
story  of  the  Cross.  God  seems  to  be  hold¬ 
ing  the  door  of  meroy  wide  open,  and 
making  the  way  thitherward  so  plain  and 
clear,  that  onr  yonth  cannot  Mp  travelling 
away  from  the  oity  of  Deetmotion,  to  the 
blessed  portals  of  the  oity  of  Befnge.  I 
said  to  a  lad  twelve  years  or  so  of  age, 
not  knowing  what  had  been  his  experience, 
“Yon  will  find  it  very  maoh*ea8ier  to  come 
to  the  Savitfnr  now  than  in  later  years ; 
won’t  you  try  and  come?"  He  looked  me 
in  the  fao«  with  a  happy  smile,  and  said,  “I 
havn’t  fonnd  it  a  bit  bard.”  And  this  has 
been  the  experience  of  hundreds,  who  now 
rejoice  in  hope. 

One  more  featnxe  of  this  great  work 
must  be  mentioned.  Old  Christians  over 
whose  hearts  sloth  bad  fallen  like  a  pall, 
have  been  marvellously  awakened,  and 
brought  to  new  heights  of  duty.  Our 
ohnrohes  to-dey  have  in  them  a  fervor  and 
activity  snob  as  we  have  not  known  for 
nearly  a  deoade.  The  fires  that  had  nearly 
gone  out  on  the  altar  have  been  rekindled 
and  bum  with  a  steady,  invigorating  glow. 
Interest  in  all  Churoh  enterprises  is  deep¬ 
ened;  the  work  of  missions  commands 
more  hearty,  earnest  prayer  and  sympa¬ 
thy  ;  the  wants  of  the  heathen  aronnd  ns 
are  more  keenly  appreciated  ;  God’s  oanse, 
in  whatever  form  it  presents  its  claims, 
challenges  a  warmer  appreciation.  The 
sense  of  Personal  Beepon&ibility  is  more 
penetrating  and  power fnl,  end  the  idea  of 
stewardship  lies  more  solemnly  in  the  mind, 
appealing  with  increased  force  to  the 
awakened  oonecionsness. 

Thus  in  the  midst  of  barrenness  and  un- 
fmitfnlness,  God  has  sent  the  rain  and  dew 
to  refresh  and  beautify  onr  parched  waste 
places.

And  may  thc«bowet  that  has 
so  refreshed  our  bleak  and  shrivelled  field, 
spread  far  and  wide,  pouring  down  every¬ 
where  tbo  blessings  which  make  us  rich 
and  full  of  joy.

Attbicpt  *0  Biiow  vr  td  Wababh. — Ad- 
vioea  from  Hilton  Head  atate  that  on  the 
ninht  of  the  18th  nit,  the  rebela  made  a 
bold  bat  nnsnooeaefnl  attempt  to  deetroy 
the  noble  frigate  Wabash,  at  her  anchorage 
off  Oharleeton  bar,  where  ahe  waa  doing  off 
dum  bloekade  eerrioe.  The  attempt  waa 
made  with  a  torpedo  boat  aimilar  to  the 
one  whieh  deatroyed  the  Horaatonic ;  and 
it  raeoeaefolly  paaaed  by  the  llonitora  on 


and  through  veaaelB  ontaide,  to  the  Waba$h, 
which  waa  anchored  three  milea  ontaide  the 
bar  and  ten  milea  from  Oharleston.  It  was 
dlaeoTered  when  within  a  hundred  yarda. 
hailed  and  fired  upon  with  musketry,  but 
atUl  held  on  ita  oourae.  The  battle  roU  was 
then  beaten,  and  a  broadside  fired  upon 
the  stranger.  When  the  smoke  cleared 
away  no  traces  of  her  were  to  be  aeen,  and 
it  waa  the  opinion  on  the  Wabtuik  that  she 
Hhd  been  souk.  Admiral  Dahlgren  has 
■ailed  for  Oharleeton,  it  ia  supposed  to  take 
iiminand  of  the  fleet. 

Fobt  FiUiOW. — The  Committee  to  inves¬ 
tigate  the  Fort  Pillow  butchery  have  taken 
finy-aeven  depositions,  which  more  than 
aenfirm  the  newspaper  accounts  of  the 
maaaaore.  Among  the  witnesses  who  were 
examined  ia  the  negro  who  was  buried 
alive.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that 
one  or  more  persons  were  nailed  through 
their  flesh  to  pieces  ol  wood,  and  then 
burnt  alive.  Not  only  on  the  day  of  the 
lurrender  were  such  fiendish  acts  perpetrat¬ 
ed,  but  on  the  next  day,  in  cold  bleod. 
^e  victims  seen  by  the  Committee  were 
acme  of  them  pierora  and  out  in  the  face 
and  eyes  with  bayonets  and  sworda,  while 
ether  parts  of  their  bodies  were  smashed 
and  disfigured. 

The  Bo-called  “pursuit”  ol  Forrest  by 
Grierson  ia  ended,  the  latter  having  return¬ 
ed  to  Memphis.  There  are  rumors  of  two 
days'  fighting  near  Decatur  and  Hunts¬ 
ville,  Ala,  twtween  Boddy’s  rebel  com¬ 
mand  and  that  of  Gen.  Dodge,  ' 

Gen.  Wirt  Adams  claims  to  have  repulsed 
1500  Federids  near  Meohaniosville,  Missis¬ 
sippi,  and  the  fact  that- Joe  Johnston  still 
has  an  army  at  Dalton  is  made  apparent  by 
the  announcement  that  he*  reviewed  his 
foroee  there  on  April  19th. 

Tensbssbs. — The  Nashville  Tinua  gives 
the  particulars  of  the  late  rebel  dash  upon 
our  line«,  in  front  of  Lookout  Valley,  on 
the  23d  of  ApriL  The  infantry  came  over 
Taylor’s  Bidge,  and  the  calvary  came  from 
the  Bontb,  down  the  valley.  They  attack 
ed  simultaneously  seven  pointe  picketed  by 
the  Ninety  second  Illinois.  Our  men  at 
tempted  to  fall  buck,  but  the  rebel  infantry 
barred  every  way.  They  then  tried  to  out 
th^  way  out  Out  of  64  men,  34  Bghting 
bravely,  escaped.  Five  of  our  men  were 
killed,  four  mortally  wounded,  three  severe¬ 
ly  wounded,  and  nineteen  missing.  Lieut 
Moveile  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner. 
The  rebel  loss  is  as  severe  as  ours.  Sever  *1 
of  our  men  were  killed  by  the  enemy  after 
surrendering.  Some  of  our  wounded  were 
butchered  as  they  lay  on  the  field. 

Thb  Southwest. — It  is  stated  in  des- 
patdiea  from  Cairo  that  Generals  Steele 
and  Thayer  had  made  an  attack  upon  the 
enemy’s  rear,  and  recaptured  eighteen  of 
the  pieces  captured  from  General  Banks  at 
Pleasant  Hill,  and  that  the  forces  under 
General  Steele  are  marching  down  the  North 
aide  of  the  Bed  river  to  effect  a  ]  unction 
with  General  Banks. 

▲  letter  from  Admiral  Porter  enumerates 
among  the  losses  in  the  recent  battles  4  000 
pziaoners,  80  pieces  of  artillery,  $1,000,000 
ui  greenbtoks,  and  a  first-class  gunboat,  the 
Eattport.  Whether  this  vessel  was  destroy¬ 
ed  or  not  the  Admiral  negleota  ta  state. 

Expedition  against  the  Sioux  Indians  — 
A  St  Lonis  letter  dated  April  20,  eays:  The 
largest  Indian  expedition  ever  fitted  out  is 
now  moving  toward  Idaho,  having  for  its 
objaot  the  subjugation  or  ezt^pnination  of 
the  Sioux  Indians.  The  entire  business  of 
organising  this  mammoth  enterprise  has 
been  conducted  under  Brigadier  General 
£hilly — headquarters  in  this  city.  The  ex¬ 
pedition  will  number  three  thousand  caval¬ 
ry  or  mounted  infantry,  with  eight  or  ten 
pieces  of  cannon,  andsnoh  a  force  of  friend- 
q  Indians,  consisting  of  the  Mandans,  Bees, 
Grows,  Delawares,  and  Sbawnese,  as  Gen. 
Solly  oan  seoure  to  aot  either  as  sconts, 
■pies,  or  warriors.  The  object  is  to  rid  the 
entire  territory  West  of  the  MiBsonri  river 
of  tiie  hostile  savages,  for  the  occupation  of 
the  thoosands  of  emigrants  flocking  to  the 
district  where  gold  and  silver  abound.  Oen. 
Solly  will  establish  infantry  posts  from  Ida¬ 
ho  to  the  Missouri  river  and  aoross  te  Min- 
neeota. 

Aioxona.— A  letter  dated  a  Fort  Whipple 
the  10th  ol  March,  says:  “  The  civil  govern¬ 
ment  is  fairly  inaugurated;  The  Governor 
has  g  one  to  explore  the  valleys  of  the  Bio 
Verde  and  Salinu  His  attention  is  largely 
called  to  measures  for  quieting  the  Apaches, 
nn  Mwaja  troublesome  trib^  They  have 
latdy  attacked  the  miners  in  the  new  gold 
fields,  and  committed  several  cruel  murders. 
The  miners  are  up  in  arms,  and,  with  the 
oodperation  of  the  civil  and  military  anthor- 
itia^  promise  to  begin  a  war  of  extermina¬ 
tion.  The  first  number  of  the  first  paper — 
Th»  Ariaona  Miner — has  appeared.”

WORK  FOB  THX  HOUR. 

Thonghtless  people  have  asked,  What 
good  is  dene  by  Mission  Schools?  This 
question  would  almost  seem  to  be  justified 
by  the  feeble  energy  with  which  this  work 
is  often  pursued.  But  though  the  Mission 
School  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be  in  every 
case,  there  are  instances  on  record  which 
prove  beyond  a  doubt  that  its  influence  in 
the  community  is  deep  and  permanent,  and 
that  it  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  means  we 
can  use  to  check  the  progress  of  corrnption. 
A  few  earnest  and  energetic  people  once 
established  a  Mission  over  a  drinking  sa¬ 
loon  in  Newark,  and  it  was  not  long  before 
the  Lord’s  day  in  that  neighborhood  be¬ 
gan  to  be  respected  ;  business  became  dull, 
and  the  proprietor  told  the  superintendent 
that  he  must  either  take  the  whole^ibuild- 
ing,  or  leave  it  altogether. 

If  every  intelligent  citizen  were  determined 
to  watch  over  but  one  of  the  neglected  chil- 
^en  he  meets  in  the  streets,  and  prayerfully 
to  guide  the  child  in  the  path  of  virtue, 
would  not  the  rising  generation  be  seeds  of 
better  promise  than  they  now  are  ?  One 
hundred  thousand  c^dren  in  this  city  alone 
go  neither  to  day  school  nor  Sabbath  school. 
Will  the  habits  they  form  in  their  idleness 
help  them  to  find  the  way  to  Heaven,  and 
to  understand  the  duty  they  owe  to  their 
Buffering  country  ?  Here  then  is  the  work 
for  the  hour  ;  take  one  at  least  of  these 
children,  and  provide  for  him,  and  make 
him  an  object  of  constant  care,  until  yon 
have  led  him  back  like  a  wandering  sheep 
to  the  fold  of  Christ.  Can  there  be  a  bet¬ 
tor  time  than  the  present  ?  To-day  kind 
words  may  influence  their  heafts.  To-day 
they  may  be  saved.  To-morrow  it  may  be 
toO  late. 

The  influence  of  a  Mission  School  upon 
the  community  is  in  proportion  to  the  faith¬ 
fulness  with  which  it  is  conducted.  Many 
teachers  are  satisfied  if  a  child  is  in  his 
place  on  Sunday  and  recites  a  lesson;  but 
this  is  only  a  beginning.  The  great  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  have  a  boy  love  and  fear  God 
wherever  he  may  be.  And  how  can  this 
great  end  be  reached?  Surely  not  by 
slnggish  half-way  work,  attending  to  the 
pleasures  of  life  first,  then  to  the  claims  of 
God  and  humanity.  *  On  the  contrary,  no¬ 
thing  but  unwearied  energy,  and  the  purest 
love  for  the  souls  of  perishing  sinners,  wUl 
enable  ns,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  make 
any  change  whatever  'upon  these  hardened 
hearts.  We  must  not  only  instruct  our 
children  on  Sundays,  but  follow  them  to 
their  homes.  If  their  habits  are  bad,  ele¬ 
vate  them  by  ^ving  them  employment. 
Improve  their  physical  condition,  then  sew 
the  seeds  of  Truth  and  Light.  Why  is  not 
the  child  thus  tenderly  and  carefully  cared 
for  in  a  great  many  instances  ?  Is  it  not 
because  God’s  spirit  does  not  shine  enough 
in  our  hearts  ?  Let  ns  study  the  example 
of  Christ,  and  pray  that  we  may  be  guided 
by  it.  Let  us  not  place  our  hands  to  the 
plow,  and  then  look  back,  hesitating  which 
course  to  pursue.  No  1  let  us  be  manly 
and  willing  workers  for  the  Lord.  Christ 
befriended  the  needy  and  neglected,  and 
we  must  do  likewise,  if  we  would  follow  his 
example.  No  real  Christian  was  ever  a 
sluggard,  unwilling  to  break  the  ties  which 
bind  him  to  the  world.  Reader,  be  active 
and  earnest,  and  never  rest  till  yon  have 
reclaimed  at  least  one  wanderer.  God  will 
gladden  your  heart  with  the  light  of  eter¬ 
nity,  and  a  grateful  country  will  remember 
you  as  a  fmtbful  son. 

One  month  ago  we  placed  two  boys  in 
the  Juvenile  Delinquent  Asylum,  They 
were  dirty,  ragged,  and  degraded.  We 
worked  and  prayed  to  get  them  into  Sun¬ 
day  school,  but  Providence  intended  other¬ 
wise.  Two  weeks  since  we  saw  them  in 
their  new  home ;  two  cleaner  and  happier 
boys  we  never  saw.  B.

OOD  ALONE  OIVBTH  THE  VICTORY. 

Need  of  a  Day  of  Prayer. 

WBiTiBMriLU,  R.  T. ,  April  STth,  1861. 

Messrs.  Editors :  As  a  people  we  have 
now  passed  through  three  years  of  terrible 
civil  war.  As  I  write,  the  grand  forces  of 
our  nation  are  mustering  for  another,  and 
what  we  hope  will  be  the  final  conflict  of 
the  war,  resulting  in  the  restoration  of 
peace  and  unity  in  our  now  suffering  and 
divided  country.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
of  our  sons  and  brothers  now  stand  face  to 
face  with  the  weapons  of  death  in  their 
hands,  ready  to  advance  at  the  first  word 
of  command.  Whatever  the  result,  many 
of  them  must  fall.  The  life  of  our  nation 
still  trembles  in  the  balance.  Every  loyal 
heart  feels  that  mighty  issues  are  involved 
in  the  coming  campaign.  If  we  fail,  who 
i  can  estimate  the  terrible  calamities  which 
may  befall  os  ?  Who  can  tell  os  what  the 
end  of  these  things  shall  be  ?  Can  our 
nation  endure  another  year’s  burdens  such 
as  those  of  the  past  year  in  raising  great 
armies  and  in  ippplyipg  the  “sinews  of 
war”?  Wllil^people  of  the  North  sub¬ 
mit  to  greater  saclifices  without  division, 
and  perhaps  revolution  ? 

We  shudder  at  the  bare  thought  of  fail-  ] 
ure.  We  tremble  in  view  of  its  terrible 
consequences.  And  yet  what  positive  as¬ 
surance  have  we  of  success  f  Are  we  not 
trusting  almost  entirely  in  the  patriotism 
and  endurance  and  numbers  of  our  great 
army?  in  the  skill  and  bravery  of  our 
officers  ?  in  the  past  wonderful  success  of 
our  popular  General- in- chief  ?  It  is  greatly 
to  be  feared  this  is  the  case,  and  that  as  a 
people  we  are  losing  sight  of  the  fact  that 
the  great  God  of  nations  can  alone  give  us 
the  victory.  While  our  armies  have  been 
preparing  for  the  deadly  strife  of  the  battle¬ 
field,  many  have  been  hoping  and  expecting 
that  our  worthy  President  would  call  upon 
the  people  to  humble  themselves  before 
God,  ^fast  and  earnestly  implore  his  bless¬ 
ing  upon  ns.  It  seemed  so  eminehtly  ap¬ 
propriate,'  while  we  were  rightfully  using 
every  human  instrumentality  to  save  our 
nation  from  ruin,  that  at  the  same  time  we 
should  publicly  acknowledge  our  dependence 
on  God,  confess  and  bewail  our  sins,  and 
supplicate  his  gracious  favor  in  the  coming 
campaign.  But  thus  far  we  have  been 
disappointed.  Everything  now  indicates 
that  we  are  to  engage  in  this  campaign 
without  such  a  recognition  of  God’s  super¬ 
intending  power,  without  an  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  our  need  of  his  presence  and  bless¬ 
ing- 

Can  you  not,  dear  brethren,  in  the  position 
you  occupy  suggest  the  appointment  of  such 
a  day?  I  believe  the  Christian  world 
desire  it,  and  we  look  upon  it  as  presump¬ 
tion  to  commence  this  campaign  without 
first  calling  upon  God.  If  we  do  yet  disre¬ 
gard  our  national  dependence  on  God,  I 
fear  we  are  doomed  to  further  and  more 
serious  reverses.  Our  late  disasters  in 
Florida,  Louisiana,  and  North  Carolina, 
are  only  the  first  fruits  of  what  shall  be, 
if  we  still  refuse  to  recognize  the  hand  of 
God  in  our  national  affairs.  So  I  fear. 

The  importance  of  this  subject,  and  the 
mighty  interests  at  stake,  is  a  sufficient 
apology  for  troubling  yon  with  so  long  a 
letter.  Yon  doubtless  feel  as  deeply  as 
any  one  on  this  subject.

THE  ORPHANS’  PRAYER. 

It  was  a  remarkable  fact  that,  at  the  de¬ 
struction  of  the  Colored  Orphan  Asylum  last 
July,  by  the  hands  of  an  imbruted  and 
blood-thirsty  mob,  not  one  of  the  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-three  helpless  children  was 
hurt  in  a  hair  of  its  head.  The  fact  occa¬ 
sioned  much  remark,  and  various  explana¬ 
tions  were  given — ^the  foresight  and  coolness 
of  the  teachers,  the  suppos^  relenting  of  a 
leader  of  the  mob,  etc.  But  we  now  learn 
the  truth.  It  was  God  answering  the 
children’s  prayer.  The  municipal  arm  was 
shortened,  but  not  His.  Whatever  instru¬ 
mentality  He  use^ — and  He  certainly  gave 
the  presiding  teacher  wisdom  to  seek  His 
aid — the  moving  power  was  from  His  hand 
in  direct  answer  to  prayer.  What  believer 
in  God  is  not  strengthened — what  prayer  of 
faith  will  not  receive  an  impulse — ^from  this 
wonderful  example,  which  is  thus  substan¬ 
tiated  in  the  Twenty- Seventh  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  “Association  for  the  Benefit  of 
Colored  Orphans,”  by  the  Secretary,  Miss 
Anna  H.  Shot  well: 

The  physician  in  attendance.  Dr.  Barnett, 
had,  through  the  day  of  the  mob,  felt  great 
anxiety  as  to  the  safety  of  the  institution. 
He  was  carefully  watching,  and  gave  the 
first  alarm.  The  matron  immediately  went 
to  every  room  and  notified  each  inmate  to 
assemble  at  a  given  place.  One  of  the 
teachers,  R.  D.,  addressed  the  children  thus  : 
“Children,  do  you  believe  that  Almighty 
God  can  protect  you  from  a  mob  ?  ”  The 
reply  was  made  in  the  affirmative.  *  ‘  Then,” 
said  he,  “I  wish  you  now  to  pray  silently 
to  God  to  protect  you  from  this  mob;  I  be-  j 
lieve  that  he  is  able,  and  that  he  will  do  it. 
Pray  earnestly  to  Him,  and  when  I  give 
the  signal,  go  in  order  without  noise,  to  the 
dining-room.”  At  this,  every  head  was 
instantly  bowed  in  prayer — such  a  prayer 
as  is  not  frequently  offered — the  silent  sup¬ 
plication  of  persecuted  little  children. 
When,  at  the  sound  of  the  bell,  their  heads 
were  raised,  the  teacher  said  the  tears  were 
streaming,  bat  not  a  sound,  not  even  a  sob 
was  to  be  heard.  They  then  quietly  went 
down  stairs  and  through  the  halls,  and  she 
remarked  “  that  to  her  dying  day  she  could 
never  forget  the  scene;”  the  few  moments 
of  eloquent  silence;  the  noiseless  tears;  the 
march  through  the  halls;  the  yells,  and  the 
horrible  sounds  which  were  nearer  and  near- 
'  er  approaching. 


[From  an  addreai  recenUy  deUrered  to  the  Btndenta  of 
th«  Theological  Seminary.  Auburn,  N.  Y..  by  Bey.  Prof. 
E.  A.  Huotlngton,  D.D.,  and  published  by  their  request, 
we  make  the  following  extract.] 

Bat  granting  that  no  system  of  philosophy 
should  be  permitted  to  precede  and  super¬ 
sede  the  Bible,  nevertheless  it  is  sometimes 
maintaiaed  that  it  is  impossible  to  interpret 
the  Scriptures  without  the  help  of  a  system 
of  philosophy  ;  that  it  is  not  a  question  be-- 
tween  philosophy  and  no  philosophy,  but 
between  one  kind  of  philosophy  and  an¬ 
other,  as  a  rale  of  interpretation.  On  the 
contrary,  I  affirm  that  such  a  rule  is  not 
necessary  to  enable  me  to  analyze,  appre¬ 
hend,  state  and  enforce  the  teachings  of 
the  Bible.  I  may  not  be  able  fully  to  com¬ 
prehend  these  teachings.  I  may  not  be  able 
to  reconcile  them  with  each  other.  I  may 
not  believe  them.  But  I  can  ascertain 
what  they  are,  and  I  can  bring  them  ont 
and  represent  and  illustrate  them,  precisely 
as  I  can  ascertain,  bring  out,  represent, 
and  illustrate  the  doctrines  of  Kant  or  of 
Hegel,  while  I  certainly  do  not  believe  them, 
nor  can  I  reconcile  them  with  each  other, 
nor  with  what  I  know  from  other  sources 
to  be  true. 

In  interpreting  Scripture,  a  system  of 
philosophy,  so  far  from  being  essential,  is 
often  hurtful.  What  the  eminent  writer  al¬ 
ready  quoted  observes  respecting  erroneous 
apprehensions  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity, 
is  just  as  true  respecting  erroneous  appre¬ 
hensions  of  every  other  doctrine  of  Revela¬ 
tion,  that  they  are  “owing  in  most  instan¬ 
ces,  to  an  attempt  to  fathom  the  depth  of 
this  mystery  by  a  process  of  speculation, 
instead  of  a  comprehensive  reflection  upon 
the  Biblical  data  for  its  construction.” 

The  difficulty,  however,  most  not  be  im¬ 
agined  to  be  that  the  Word  of  God  is  op¬ 
posed  to  or  incompatible  with  philosophy, 
but  that  the  true  philosophy  cannot  be  as¬ 
certained  outside  and  independently  of  the 
Word  of  God.  The  fact  is  that  the  true 
philosophy  is  more  fully  contained  in  the 
Word  of  God  than  anywhere  else.  Instead, 
therefore,  of  being  brought  from  another 
source  to  determine  the  meaning  of  the 
Word  of  God,  it  must  be  sought  in  this 
Word,  and  this  Word  must  decide  of  what 
elementary  principles  it  consists,  and  into 
what  system  more  or  less  complete  these 
principles  shape  themselves.  The  Bible 
must  bo  the  discoverer  and  interpreter  of 
the  true  philosophy.  The  true  philosophy 
cannot  be  the  discoverer  and  interpreter  of 
the  Bible. 

If  there  is  any  intuition  of  reason,  any 
axiom  not  to  be  disputed,  it  is  that  the 
true  philosophy  and  the  true  science  are 
known  only  to  God.  They  lie  only  in  his 
mind  in  all  their  vast  proportions,  no  part 
wanting,  nor  any  part  exaggerated,  com¬ 
pressed,  distorted  or  obscured,  and  it  is  just 
as  obvious  that  the  Book  of  God  must  ac¬ 
cord  with  the  true  philosophy  and  the  true 
science,  and  that  the  “parts  of  his  ways” 
which  this  Book  reveals  must  be  so  many 
parts,  so  many  glimpses  of  that  philosophy 
and  that  science  as  they  lie  orbed  and  per¬ 
fect  in  his  infinite  mind.  The  Bible  opens 
prospects  into  the  depths  of  his  unsearchable 
wisdom  and  knowledge.  To  measure  the 
teachings  of  the  Bible,  therefore,  by  the 
wisdom  and  knowledge  of  man,  would  be 
like  explaining  a  work  on  geography,  writ¬ 
ten  in  accordance  with  the  fact  that  the 
earth  is  a  sphere,  revolviagon  its  axis,  and 
moving  in  its  orbit  round  the  sun,  on  the 
old  theory  that  the  earth  is  a  circular  plane 
resting  on  an  immovable  foundation,  and 
covered  by  the  sky  as  by  a  dome.  Open 
any  modern  work  on  geography  and  try  to 
dispose  of  China,  and  indeed  of  the  whole 
opposite  hemisphere,  on  that  old  theory 
that|all  countries  are  on  the  same  broad  level, 
and  that  there  are  no  antipodes,  and  what 
can  be  done  but  to  project  the  whole  op¬ 
posite  hemisphere  out  horizontally  into 
space,  or  to  ignore  it  altogether,  in  flat 
contradiction  of  innumerable  facts  and  in¬ 
flexible  laws.  Just  so  nothing  whatever 
can  be  done  with  many  of  the  most  obvious 
and  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Bible, 
but  to  do  away  with  them,  when  the  attempt 
is  made  to  explain  it  in  accordance  with  any 
human  system  of  philosophy  and  any  human 
science.  Adopt  any  such  measure  of  the 
Word  of  God,  any  such  rule  for  its  inter¬ 
pretation,  and  some  perfection  of  God  him¬ 
self  must  be  made  imperfect  or  obliterated 
from  bis  character  ;  some  essential  principle 
of  his  government  must  be  weakened  or 
destroyed  ;  some  attribute  of  our  own  na¬ 
ture,  attested  by  our  own  consciousness, 
must  be  denied.  But  thus  to  reject  one 
or  the  other  of  antipodal  truths,  and  to 
scout  every  mystery  which  cannot  be  so 
explained  as  to  make  it  cease  to  be  a  mys¬ 
tery,  is  consistent  only  with  the  impious 
theory  that  the  human  reason  is  uncreated, 
divine,  and  all-comprehending,  or  the  blas¬ 
phemous  hypothesis  that  it  is  God  himself 
coming  to  consciousness  in  man. 

The  truths  of  the  Bible  are  not  indeed 
expressed  in  scientific  statements,  but  in 
popular  language.  God  is  not  called  To 
On,  The  Great  First  Cause,  The  Absolute, 
The  Unconditioned.  The  Word  of  God  is 
not  filled  with  the  artificial,  far-fetched 
nomenclature,  often  pedantic,  uncouth  and 
unintelligible,  of  any  school  of  science  or 
philosophy.  It  takes  up  words  in  common 
use  at  the  time  of  writing,  even  to  express 
its  most  sacred  doctrines,  expanding  and  j 
deepening  the  meaning  of  such  words,  if  the  ' 
occasion  requires. 

But  because  the  Word  of  God  is  thus 
adapted  to  the  unlearned  it  does  not  follow 
that  its  principles  are  not  philosophically 
profound  aad  accurate.  Infidel  Rational¬ 
ism  and  infidel  science  are  at  this  moment 
demanding  that  the  claim  of  infallibility  for 
the  Bible  must  be  given  up,  except  on  the 
single  subject  of  religion  strictly  so  called. 
But  God,  the  author  of  the  Bible,  seeth  the 
end  from  the  beginning.  His  eyes  run  to 
and  fro  throughout  the  whole  earth.  If 
you  ascend  up  into  heaven,  or  go  down  into 
bell,  or  off  to  the  remotest  point  to  which 
the  wings  of  the  morning  can  carry  you, 
God  is  there.  The  darkness  and  the  light 
are  both  alike  to  him.  All  things,  all  souls, 
all  thoughts,  all  events,  all  periods  are 
naked  and  open  before  Him.  In  the  sub¬ 
lime  questions  to  Job,  God  claims  a  per¬ 
fect  familiarity  with  all  the  materials,  in¬ 
habitants,  and  phenomena  of  the  universe, 
as  its  Creator,  Upholder,  and  Disposer. 
This  perfect  familiarity,  therefore,  must  ap¬ 
pear  in  His  Word  incidentally,  notwith¬ 
standing  its  occupation  in  the  main  with 


purely  spiritual  topics,  and  notwithstanding 
its  studied  adaptation  throughout  to  ignor¬ 
ant,  impatient,  wayward  sinners. 

Professor  Faraday  delivered  a  coarse  of 
lectures  for  the  amusement  and  instruction 
of  children,  during  the  holidays,  a  few  years 
since,  on  the  chemical  history  of  a  candle; 
and  it  would  be  as  much  to  his  discredit 
should  a  mistake  be  detected  in  these  popu¬ 
lar  lectures  in  which  the  use  of  chemical 
terms  is,  of  course,  properly  avoided,  as  if 
a  mistake  should  be  detected  in  any  scienti¬ 
fic  and  elaborate  treatise  of  which  be  might 
be  the  author.  So  any  scholar,  in  suiting 
bis  instructions  to  the  uneducated,  is  not 
only  expected  to  be  accurate  in  all  his 
statements  respecting  the  subject,  of  which 
be  is  reputed  to  be  master,  but  what  is 
more,  he  cannot  make  an  inaccurate  state¬ 
ment  respecting  it,  or  an  inaccurate  allusion 
to  it,  if  be  tries. 

How,  then,  should  God  fail  to  express 
himself,  as  one  who  certainly  knows  wWe- 
of  he  affirms,  even  in  the  most  indirect  allu¬ 
sions,  and  however  popularly  made,  to  the 
structure  and  laws  of  the  universe.  It  is 
firmly  believed  that  these  allusions  indicate 
his  exact  acquaintance  with  the  facts,  and 
that  they  will  appear  all  the  more  appropri¬ 
ate  and  beautiful  the  better  the  facts  come 
to  be  understood, 

TOTAL  DARKNESS  AT  NOONDAY. 

On  Good  Friday  Eve,  Rev.  C.  H.  Spur¬ 
geon,  0f  London,  preached  a  sermon  on  the 
“Seven  Wonders”^  which  attended  the  cru¬ 
cifixion  of  our  Lord,  observing  in  the  coarse 
of  his  preliminary  remarks  “that  the  old 
writers  upon  the  passion  of  our  Saviour  were 
accustomed  to  dwell  much  upon  what  they 
called  ‘The  seven  cries  upon  the  cross.’ 
I  need  not  recapitulate  them,  but  you  know 
that  our  Saviour  did  use  seven  remarkable 
exclamations,  all  of  which  are  full  of  mean¬ 
ing.  To  run  side  by  side  with  the  seven 
cries  upon  the  cross,  there  were  also  seven 
great  wonders  Those  seven  wonders  I 
wish  to  mention  to-uight  one  by  one,  and 
just  offer  them  to  yon  as  sabjects  for  your 
own  meditaiiou,  rather  than  attempt  at  all 
to  expound  and  explftin  them  to  you  in  the 
short  time  allotted  to  this  evening’s  exercise. 

“III.  You  find  it  recorded,  ‘Now,  from 
the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkne.ss  over  all 
the  land  unto  the  ninth  hour.’  This  must 
have  been  a  very  exlraordindiy  darkness, 
because  it  was  not  occasioned  by  an  eclipse. 
There  are  certain  astronomical  reasons, 
with  regard  to  the  age  of  the  moon,  which 
prove  it  to  be  absolutely  certain  that  an 
eclipse  could  not  have  taken  place  at  this 
time,  and  therefore  it  must  have  been  super¬ 
natural.  It  did  not  come  at  all  iu  the  order 
in  which  astronomical  science  teaches  us  it 
should  have  come — it  was  purely  a  miracle 
on  the  part  of  God.  This  total  darkness 
lasted  for  three  hours,  and  what  did  it  set 
forth  ?  Did  it  not  seem  to  be  exclusively 
Christ’s  own  darkness  ?  What  if  I  say  that 
this  darkness  made  a  fitting  cavern  into 
which  Christ  might  retire  ?  It  looks  as  if 
the  sufferings  of  the  Son  of  God  were  too 
sublime  to  be  stared  at  by  those  cruel  eyes, 
as  if  this  great  secret  of  the  Lord — this 
putting  away  of  sin  by  the  suffering  of  a 
substitute — was  not  to  be  beheld  by  men. 
What  if  I  should  venture  to  say  that  no 
man  could  have  looked  at  the  face  of  Christ 
when  He  was  under  the  forsaking  of  His 
Father’s  countenance?  It  is  a  dreadful 
thing  to  see  some  men’s  faces  when  they 
are  in  extreme  pain,  but  it  is  said  of  Christ 
that  ‘  His  visage  was  more  marred  than 
that  of  any  man,  and  his  form  more  than 
the  sons  of  men.’  It  jvas  not,  therefore, 
for  His  mother,  with  her  tender  heart,  to 
see  her  Son  in  his  death-pangs  and  his  aw¬ 
ful  throes.  It  was  not  for  the  handful  of 
disciples  to  behold  him,  lest  their  hearts 
should  all  be  broken,  and  as  for  the  ribald 
crew,  it  was  well  that  the  decent  veil  of 
darkness  hid  the  Master  from  their  wicked 
gaze.  What  if  I  venture  to  say,  too,  that 
herein  we  have  a  picture  of  Christ’s  tre¬ 
mendous  power  ?  How  heaven  itself  obeys 
him!  Will  it  be  imagination  if  -I  say  that 

”  Suspended  harps  a  moment  mourned 
The  Christ  that  loved  and  died.” 

Heaven  was  black,  for  heaven’s  sun  had 
set.  He  who  is  the  brightness  of  his 
Father’s  glory,  and  the  express  image  of 
Jehovah’s  person,  was  bowing  bis  awful 
bead  to  the  agonies  of  the  cross,  and  there¬ 
fore  heaven  mourned  ;  and  if  angels  could 
weep,  they  must  have  wept  then;  and  if 
cherubim  and  seraphim  could  suspend  their 
hallelujahs  to  take  up  some  notes  of  mourn¬ 
ing,  to  perform  some  sacred  dirge,  it  must 
have  been  in  that  hour  I  “  There  was  si¬ 
lence  In  heaven  for  the  space  of  half  an 
hour,”  says  John  in  the  Apocalyptic  Vision. 
Shall  we  say  that  there  was  silence  in  hea¬ 
ven  for  those  three  hours  ?  Heaven’s  sun, 
I  say,  was  set,  and  earth’s  sun  was  set  too; 
and  the  whole  creation  groaned  and  travail¬ 
ed  in  pain  together  until  the  “It  is  finish¬ 
ed”  showed  that  creation  was  delivered. 
Whitfield’s  beautiful  remark  that  the  sun 
could  not  bear  to  look  upon  the  Saviour,  is 
worthy  to  be  repeated.  ‘ '  There  were  none 
to  mourn  over  him,”  said  Whitfield,  “none 
to  lament  him  except  a  few  poor  disciples. 
Yes,  there  was  One,  for  the  sun  covered 
his  face  in  ten- fold  darkness,  and  travelled 
on  in  midday,  midnight.”  Men  might 
look,  but  the  sun  would  not. 

”  Of  this  great  world  the  sun  and  soul 
Almighty  sun,” 

thou  couldest  not  bear  to  gaze  on  him  who 
is  the  greater  Sun  and  the  greater  Soul  of 
all  worlds.  Now,  this  darkness,  dear  friends, 
is  not  without  its  lesson  to  ns.  You  have 
your  darkness  sometimes,  a  darkness  that 
may  be  felt,  but  it  is  never  like  his — never 
so  black  as  bis.  You,  too,  have  said, 
“My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  for¬ 
saken  me  ?  ”  but  it  has  only  been  for  a  little 
moment  that  he  has  left  you,  and  with 
everlasting  mercies  has  he  returned  unto 
you.  This  darkness  seems  to  show  you 
that  Christ  knows  all  about  you.  In  every 
grief  through  which  you  have  to  go,  you 
may  see  the  mark  of  his  bloody  foot- step. 
You  will  see  the  print  of  the  nails  there  iu 
the  miry  clay  and  in  the  horrible  pit  into 
which  you  have  been  cost;  and  if  the  night 
be  black  and  dreary,  recollect  he  has  pass¬ 
ed  through  a  night  more  black  and  dreary 
still.  How  this  darkness  should  teach  us 
the  tremendous  sorrow  of  the  Saviour,  for 
that  midday  midnight  was  but  the  outward 
manifestation  of  what  was  going  on  within. 

I  No  starry  promise  yielded  Mm  a  single  ray, 
no  moonlight  of  sympathy  could  yield  him 


auy  light,  and  as  for  the  sun  of  his  Father’s 
face,  that  bad  gone  down  altogether. 
Never  was  night  like  his.  0  let  ns  find 
some  cause  for  weeping  here.  Let  ns  hate 
that  black  night  of  our  sins  which  put  the 
Saviour  into  this  darkness.  Let  ns  walk 
henceforth  as  children  of  the  light;  and 
since  the  night  is  far  spent  and  the  day 
has  dawned,  since  Christ  has  said  of  that 
black  darkness  ”  It  is  finished,”  let  ns  hence¬ 
forth  never  go  back  to  it  again,  but  let  us, 
since  we  are  of  the  day,  be  sober  and  watch 
unto  prayer,  and  walk  as  children  of  the 
light  so  long  as  God  shall  spare  us  here  be¬ 
low.

TJie  Christian  Inquirer,  in  the  coarse  of 
an  article  on  “The  Salaries  of  Ministers,” 
says:  * 

It  may  be  said,  indeed,  that  they  do  not 
work  for  pay,  and  that  as  the  objects  of 
their  calling  are  not  worldly,  they  ought 
not  to  think  of  money  at  all  in  connection 
with  it.  This  i.s  the  plea  by  which  some  re¬ 
ligious  societies  palliate  their  selfishness  and 
their  injustice,  in  refusing  to  give  to  the 
faithful  laborer  his  due.  No  minister,  in¬ 
deed,  ought  to  expect  to  grow  rich  by  his 
profession,  and  there  is  no  probability  that 
even  the  most  generous  salary  will  make  any 
minister  rich.  But  every  minister  has  a 
right  to  a  comfortable  support;  every  min¬ 
ister  has  the  right  to  such  support  from  his 
people  as  will  enable  him  to  live,  without 
debt,  in  a  way  which  tfte  average  sentiment 
of  his  congregation  says  that  the  minister 
of  that  congregation  ought  to  live.  The  ec¬ 
centric  divine  of  Hopkinton,  Rev.  Nathan¬ 
iel  Howe,  told  his  people,  in  his  anniversary 
sermon,  that  be  bad  never  been  able  to  do 
his  own  work  well,  which  was  to  “preach 
the  Gospel,”  becaum  he  had  always  been 
compelled  to  do  his  people’s  work,  “to 
support  their  minister,”  which  they  had 
never  done.  There  are  many  ministers  who 
could  use  the  first  part  of  his  lament  with 
strict  truth,  though  they  could  not  so  ac¬ 
curately  insist  npou  the  last,  since  it  is  ra¬ 
ther  fruitless  anxiety  how  they  shall  do  this 
proper  work  of  their  people  that  hinders 
them  in  .their  own  work  of  preaching  the 
Gospel. 

One-half,  at  least,  of  the  inefficiency  of 
ministers,  which  congregations  so  much 
complain  of,  comes,  in  our  judgment,  from 
this  miserable  and  constant  anxiety  which 
they  are  vexed  by,  as  to  their  means  of 
simple  livelihood  It  can  only  be  remedied 
by  the  prompt  and  the  just  action  of  con¬ 
gregations  Churches  should  not  wait  for 
their  minister  to  ask  for  increase  of  salary ; 
they  should  anticipate  any  request  by  doing 
for  him  what  they  do  for  other  laborers, 
and  what  circumstances  are  doing  for  them. 
They  should  give  him  now  at  least  as  much 
in  value  as  they  contracted  to  give  him  be¬ 
fore,  if  they  are  satisfied  with  his  service. 
The  standard  of  gold  should  be  the  proper 
standard  of  his  compensation,  as  it  is  cer¬ 
tainly  less  than  the  standard  of  his  expense. 

The  Chronicle,  under  the  caption  “Bap¬ 
tists  Incomprehensible,”  thus  opens  an  ar¬ 
ticle,  the  object  of  which  is  to  complain  of 
the  way  in  which  the  distinguishing  pecu¬ 
liarity  of  its  denomination  is  alluded  to 
in  a  sermon  recently  published  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Sunday  School  Union,  and  entitled  the 
“Children  of  the  Kingdom”: 

We  have  somewhere  met  with  an  anec¬ 
dote  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  to  the 
effect  that  he  vias  totally  unable  to  com¬ 
prehend  what  a  Baptist  is.  If  the  con¬ 
queror  of  Napoleon  could  not  master  the 
idea,  it  ought  perhaps  to  be  no  marvel  that 
lesser  intellects  fail  of  attaining  to  that 
mental  conception. 

How  often,  for  instance,  do  we  hear  our 
Church  polity  alluded  to  as  “Congrega¬ 
tional” — a  term  understood  to  signify  gov¬ 
ernment  by  vote  of  the  majority  of  a 
worshipping  congregation.  It  is  true  that 
a  small  amount  of  interior  acquaintance 
with  the  government  of  a  Baptist  Church 
that  is  a  Church,  will  convince  any  one  that 
to  call  us  “  Congregationalists,”  bthp  cur¬ 
rent  use  of  that  word,  or  in  its  etymological 
meaning  (from  the  Latin  grex,  applied  to 
cattle),  is  a  very  great  misnomer.  We 
might  with  more  propriety  be  called  “  Pres¬ 
byterians,”  at  least  so  long  as  onr  minis¬ 
ters  are  called  “elders,”  Presbyters;  for 
though  we  do  not  have  ruling  elders,  in 
distinction  from  teaching  elders,  yet  just  so 
far  as  we  have  elders.  Presbyters,  we  may 
correctly  be  called  Presbyterians. 

Another  common  mistake,  in  speaking  of 
the  government  of  Baptist  Churches,  is  to 
call  it  **  democratic.'*  But  it  is  no  more 
democratic  than  it  is  Congregational.  It 
is  neither  It  is  ChristocraUc.  It  is  a 
government  administered  by  Christ’s  re¬ 
deemed  ones,  under  his  authority.  If  it  is 
not  so  in  practice,  the  reason  is,  that  the 
Baptists  of  this  age  have  departed  from  the 
simplicity  that  is  in  Christ.  We  are  speak¬ 
ing  of  the  principles  of  our  polity — not 
what  some  half- worldly  Churches  hare 
made  it  in  practice.  The  word  democratic 
signifies  government  by  the  masses  of.the 
people  indiscriminately,  which  is  not  the 
government  of  Baptist  Churches.  The 
fundamental  idea  of  a  Baptist  Church  is,  a 
definite  congregation  of  regenerate  souls, 
united  in  baptism  and  covenant 

Ifhe  Independent  makes  the  following 
timely  comments  under  the  heading  “We 
don’t  take  Women”  : 

Do  virtuous,  Christian  wires  and  duufi;h- 
ters  ever  reflect  upon  the  deep  import  of  the 
phrase  above  quoted  ?  It  is  heard,  especial¬ 
ly  at  this  season  of  the  year,  daily  and  hour¬ 
ly,  by  despairing,  sickening  hearts.  Let 
ns  put  a  case  iu  illustration.  A  pure  and 
amiable  girl  has  lost  her  parents,*  or  they  are 
too  poor  to  support  her.  She  comes  to  the 
city  to  teach  school,  or  make  skirts,  or  fold 
books,  or  do  whatever  honest  work  she  may, 
with  a  light  heart  and  a  willing  hand.  Her 
first  absolute  necessity  is  a  place  to  board.  I 
She  goes  from  house  to  house,  only  to  have 
doors  rudely  shut  in  her  face  with  the  an¬ 
swer  “We  don’t  want  no  girls  here,”  or 
perhaps  an  equivalent  sentenoe,  in  better 
grammar  at  the  upper  class  of  boardbg- 
honses.  Why  this  antipathy  to  women? 
No  respectable  man  is  ever  rebuffed  in  this 
way.  Why  should  “man’s  inhumanity  to 


man”  be  so  immeasurably  overdone  by 
women  to  her  sex  ?  And  not  only  worktag 
girls,  but  those  in  easier  circamstances,  suf¬ 
fer  from  this  peculiar  misfortune.  We  hare 
known  young  ladies  of  tender  culture,  of 
rare  endowments  of  mind  and  education, 
wander  from  street  to  street  until  Mmost  in¬ 
sane  from  ever-recarrinsr  disappointment — 
fi’om  the  nniform  and  often  iasaltingly-ex- 
pressed  objection  to  women  as  boarders. 

Let  us  beg  the  respectable  Christiaa 
women  x)f  New  York  to  reflect  upon  these 
facts,  for  they  are  facts  beyond  the  possibil¬ 
ity  O’  denial.  What,  think  you,  good  wo 
men,  must  become  of  that  pede,  and  per¬ 
haps  feeble,  working- girl,  whom  you,  tiie 
fiftieth  woman  this  very  day,  have  driven 
into  the  street  by  the  reply  “I  don’t  take 
Udies!”  .  .  .  . 

And  when  she  falls  and  graduates  flrom 
some  fashionable  school  of  iniquity,  and  you 
walk  apart*  from  her  in  honest  indignaUoo, 
lest  her  touch  should  pollute,  are  you  quite 
sure  that  it  was  not  you  whose  cold  refusal, 
years  ago,  to  rent  one  of  a  dozen  empty 
rooms  to  that  poor  child,  drove  her  to  this; 
that  such  disheartening  refusal  was  not 
“  the  ounce  that  broke  the  camel’s  back,” 
and  changed  one  of  God’s  good  chUdren 
into  a  follower  of  Satan  ?  Fathers  and 
mothers,  think  of  this  ?  Do  not  rudely  re¬ 
pel  the  applications  of  those  of  the  sex 
whom  we  all  know,  in  this  matter,  to  be 
really  dependant  and  helpless;  hear  patient¬ 
ly,  inquire  strictly,  and  for  the  sake  of  l\er 
immortal  peace  do  not  drive  the  stranger 
from  your  door,  solely  because  she  is  a  wo¬ 
man — one  of  those  most  needing,  most  hop¬ 
ing  for  your  parental  kindness. 


The  Examiner  under  the  appropriate 
heading  “Necrology  of  the  Fair,”  says; 

Precious  lives  have  been  offered  on  the 
altar  of  this  great  charity.  Almost  before 
it  began,  the  gifted  Mrs.  Kirkland  died — 
her  unusual  and  arduous  labors  bringing  on 
a  stroke  of  apoplexy.  This  lady  was  well 
known  as  an  author  and  teacher — her  latest 
work  was  a  compilation  of  poetry  for  the 
use  of  young  people,  a  beautiful  book,' 
quite  unhackneyed  in  its  tone  and  as  pure  in 
spirit  and  unique  in  arrangement,  as  it  well 
could  be.  And  on  the  22nd  April,  Mrs. 
Harriet  Davidson  Field,  wife  of  David 
Dudley  Field,  died  of  fever  after  ten  days’ 
illness,  from  exhaustion,  brought  on  by  ex¬ 
cessive  fatigue.  She  saw  the  enterprise 
fairly  started,  and  went  on  with  it  for  a 
few  days,  but  was  soon  forced  to  abandon 
it  for  her  bed,  which  she  left  not  again. 
She  was  a  person  of  much  energy,  uniting 
benevolence  and  anusual  intellectual  power 
— consequently  a  continual  benefactress. 

The  remains  of  the  last  named  have  been 
borne  by  the  hands  of  those  near  and  dear  to 
a  place  of  rest  among  the  hills  of  Western 
Massachusetts  ;  and  were  the  senior  editor 
of  this  paper  not  still  absent,  as  we  write, 
on  the  sad  errand,  silent  sorrow  might  here 
exclude  even  the  above  brief  and  truthful 
words  of  eulogy. 

NEW  YORK  FEMALE  BIBLE  800IBTT. 

The  forty- eighth  anniversary  of  the  New 
York  Female  Bible  Society  was  oeletoratod 
in  the  room  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  American  Bible  Society  on  Astor  Place, 
on  Thursday,  the  11th  inst 

Rev.  Joseph  Holdioh,  D.D.,  one  of  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Parent  Society,  presided; 
the  devoflonal  services  were  conducted  by 
Bev.  Albert  S.  Hunt  of  the  First  Plaoe  M- 
E.  Ohurch,  Brooklyn;  an  excellent  report 
prepared  by  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  Dr.  Olin, 
was  read;  and  addresses  were  delivered  by 
Bev.  Wm.  Adams,  D.D.,  of  this  city,  and 
Bev.  Wm.  J.  B.  Taylor,  D.D.,  one  of  the 
Secretaries  of  the  American  Bible  Soeiety. 
The  exercises  throughout  were  of  an  ex¬ 
ceedingly  instructive  and  interesting  char¬ 
acter. 

The  receipts  of  the  Society  for  the  year 
amounted  to  96877  96;  of  which  94669  M 
was  appropriated  for  the  support  of  BiUe 
readers;  and  the  remainder  was  paid  over 
to  the  Parent  institution— for  Bible  dJatri- 
bntion,  9885  24;  and  as  a  donation,  91888  06. 

The  charaoler  and  the  benevolent  design  of 
this  noble  association  may  be  seen  from  the 
following  extracts  from  l^e  rtiubbI  r^ort : 
'*  Having  added  to  the  work  of  coUeoting 
money,  the  personal  oversight  of  its  dis¬ 
tribution,  we  can  follow  our  Bibles,  not 
only  in  imagination  to  the  far  off  nations 
crying  for  help,  but  to  the  crowded  tene¬ 
ment  houses  of  onr  own  city,  where  the 
sight  of  the  eyes  affects  the  heart.  The 
monthly  reports  of  onr  Bibte-women,  now 
twenty-seven  in  number,  give  us  the  '  Miss¬ 
ing  Link’  to  these  homes  of  poverty  and 
privation.  We  see  them  brighten  under 
the  influence  of  patient,  persistent  effort;

'Yisits 
are  made  to  forlorn  ones,  overlooked  even 
by  the  comprehensive  sweep  of  onr  benevo¬ 
lent  societies;  and  we  trust  that  the  records 
of  eternity  will  bear  the  names  of  many 
ransomed  ones,  who  have  gained  their  heav¬ 
enly  home  through  the  helping  hands  we 
have  been  enabled  to  extend  to  them.” 

The  report  throughout  is  exceedingly 
able  and  interesting,  and  will  amply  repay 
a  careful  perusaL  No  person  can  read  it 
without  devout  gratitude  to  God  for  raising 
up  an  institution  of  this  kind  in  the  heart 
of  this  great  metropolis.  It  contains  an 
eloquent  appeal  to  all  the  friends  of  the 
Bible  to  aid  in  this  work.  Affecting  inci¬ 
dents  are  stated,  which  give  a  vivid  idea  of 
the  work  of  the  Bible  reader.

BOLT  IHBP  mABnre— WASHDIG. 

Sheep  which  are  to  be  washed  ought  not 
to  be  sheared  before  settled  warm  weather. 
In  many  seasons  this  will  not  come  before 
tbe  last  of  Jane.  They  are  then  in  mach 
less  danger  of  taking  cold  and  receiving 
permanent  injary.  They  ought  to  be  wash¬ 
ed  only  iu  water  which  is  so  warm  that  the 
washers  do  not  find  it  uncomfortable  to 
sland  in  it  with  the  sheep.  The  shock  to 
the  flock,  of  the  immersion  in  cold  water, 
and  being  subsequently  exposed  to  raw 
winds,  followed  by  being  rednced  to  a  state 
of  alMoIate  nakedness,  is  sufficient  cause  to 
account  for  "snuffles,”  and  prevalent  lung 
difficulties.  The  rule  in  regard  to  washing 
is  to  wash  as  little  as  possible,  bat  even 
this  involves  the  necessity  of  thoroughly 
wetting  the  entire  fleece. 

It  is  a  great  object  to  have  the  sheep 
sheared  as  early  as  they  can  be,  and  folly  a 
month  may  be  gained* if  they  are  shorn 
without  washing.  The  fleece  starts  better, 
the  sheep  seem  actually  benefited,  weakly 
ones  often  brighten  np  and  do  well,  and  all 
are  in  much  better  condition  to  bear  the 
Antumnal  storms  which  often  come  before 
the  flocks  are  sufficiently  clad  to  bear  the 
change  well.  Contagious  diseases  are  not 
onfrcquently  commnnicated  by  farmers  using 
the  same  washing  pens  with  their  neigh¬ 
bors,  which  may  be  unavoidable. 

If  the  sheep  be  shorn  unwashed,  particu¬ 
lar  care  should  be  taken  to  have  them  all 
well  tagged,  and  all  dirt  removed  which  is 
not  too  thoroughly  incorporated  with  the 
fleece.  The  discount  of  one- third  in  price 
for  nnwdshed  wool  is  not  fair,  yet  the  far¬ 
mer  may  well  submit  to  it  for  the  advan¬ 
tages  Ms  flock  gains,  if  it  be  a  valuable 
one,  knc^wing  that,  like  other  abases,  it  will 
be  corrected  by  time. — American  Agricul¬ 
turist.  I _ 

!  DO  CATTLE  BEQUIBE  SALT! 

It  has  been  questioned  by  many  agricul¬ 
tural  'liters  whether  stock  actually  require 
salt,  either  alone  or  in  connection  with 
their  food;  whether  it  is  really  one  of  the 
necessaries  of  life  or  simply  a  Inxury,  to  be 
used  or  let  alone  as  convenience  may  re- 
qaire.i  Prof.  Johnston,  a  Scotch  writer, 
herring  to  the  subject,  says:  "We  know 
why  the  animal  craves  salt,  and  why  it  nl- 
tinmijely  falls  into  disease  if  salt  is  for  a 
time  {withheld.  Upwards  of  half  the  saline 
mattpr  of  the  blood  (57  per  cent.)  consists 

Simon  salt;  and  as  this  is  partly  dis- 
d  every  day  through  the  skin  and 
Ineys,  the  necessity  of  continued  sup- 
r  it  to  the  body  becomes  sufficiently 
s.  The  bile  alM  contains  soda  as  a 
and  indispensable  constituent,  and 
80  do  all  the  cartilages  of  the  body.  There¬ 
fore,  if  the  supply  of  salt  be  stinted,  neither 
will  tiie  bile  1^  able  properly  to  assist  the 
digestion,  nor  the  cartilages  be  bnilt  up 
again  as  they  naturally  waste.  And  when 
we  consider  it  to  be  a  fact  that  without  salt 
man  would  miserably  perish ;  as,  among 
horrible  punishments,  entailing  certain  death, 
that  of  feeding  culprits  on  saltless  food  is 
said  to  have  prevailed  in  barbarous  times, 
we  may  become  partially  convinced  at  least 
of  the  necessity  of  feeding  salt  to  onr  stock 
— ^that  it  is  one  of  the  necessaries  as  well  as 
one  of  the  luxuries  of  life  for  man  and 
beast;  and  it  should  be  profusely  provided 
at  short  intervals,  in  proper  places,  if  it  can 
not  be  kept  by  them  continnaily,  so  that 
each  and  every  animal  may  satisfy  the  de¬ 
mands  of  his  nature.  Then  it  shall  not  be 
said  of  us  that  while  our  padding  is  always 
well  seasoned  and  salted,  our  stock  are  al¬ 
lowed  to  suffer  for  want  of  the  same  in¬ 
gredient,  which  is  as  truly  necessary  for 
their  food  as  for  ours. — I.  W.  Sanbokn  in 
Genesee  Farmer. 


HOW  TO  COOK  £063. 

Boiled. — New  laid  eggs  require  a  half 
minute  loiter  to  cook  than  others.  The 
fresher  they  are  the  better,  and  the  more 
healthful.  Eggs  over  a  week  old  should 
never  be  boiled;  they  would  do  to  fry. 
Put  them  into  water  that  boils,  but  not  fa- 
riously,  as  it  will  crack  them.  If  you  like 
them  very  soft,  boil  them  three  minutes 
If  you  wish  the  yolk  hard,  boil  them  five 
minutes.  To  be  served  with  salad,  they 
should  be  boiled  twelve  minutes. 

Fried  — After  you  have  fried  ham,  drop 
in  the  eggs  one  at  a  time.  In  about  a  min¬ 
ute  dip  the  boiling  fat  with  a  spoon  over 
them  again  and  again.  This  will  prevent 
the  necessity  of  turning  them,  which  it  is 
difficult  to  do  without  breaking  the  yolks 
Take  them  up  in  about  two  minutes  aud  a 
half  with  a  skimmer.  The  fat  that  roasts 
out  of  a  ham  that  is  browned  in  an  oven,  is 
good  for  frying  eggs. 

Poached. — Sot  a  tin  pan  or  pail  on  the 
range,  containing  a  pint  of  milk ;  then  beat 
six  eggs  well.  When  the  milk  is  very  near¬ 
ly  boiling  put  in  a  teaspoonful  of  salt,  and 
half  a  table- spoonful  of  batter;  then  add  the 
eggs,  and  stir  steadily  natil  it  thickens, 
wl^h  will  be  in  a  minute  or  two.  Set  if  off 
before  it  becomes  very  thick,  and  continue 
to  stir  it  a  minute  more.  Have  ready  in  a 
warm  dish  two  slices  of  toasted  bread  spread 
with  batter,  and  pour  the  egg  over  them. 
It  should  be  a  little  thicker  than  boiled  cos¬ 
tard.  This  is  an  ample  breakfast  for  six  or 
seven  persons. 


Best  Potatoes  to  Raise  for  Market. — 
B.  Stephens  writes  to  the  American  Agri¬ 
culturist:  "  Having  been  engaged  in  sell¬ 
ing  potatoes  in  New  York  for  the  past 
eighteen  years,  I  would  state  for  the  infor¬ 
mation  of  farmers  that  in  potatoes  intended 
for  this  market,  the  following  qualities  are 
requisite:  large  size,  white  skin,  white  flesh, 
and  to  be  dry  and  mealy  when  cooked. 
Such  are  sure  to  command  ready  sale  and 
tiie  highest  prices,  and  all  not  having  this 
character  will  have  to  be  sold  as  second 
class  or  ‘shipping  potatoes.’  The  vain- 
able  varieties  of  potatoes,  and  those  that 
are  in  good  demand,  are,  for  early.  Dyke- 
man,  June,  Buckeye,  and  Jackson  White, 
maturing  in  the  order  here  given — the 
Dykeman  being  the  kind  universally  grown 
by  the  early  truck  raisers  of  Long  Island 
and  New  Jersey.  For  later,  the  Light 
Blue  Mercers,  Prince  Albert,  and  Peach 
Blow.  Thereisalsoanewvariety,  the  White 
Peach  Blow,  originated  and  raised  in  Mon- 
moath  county,  N.  J.,  and  has  come  to 
market  the  past  season,  which  Uds  fiidr  to 


be  a  valuable  potato  and  worthy  of  trial. 
It  is  a  white  skinned  potato,  with  a  pink 
eye,  of  good  size,  white  fleshed,  cooks  dry 
and  mealy,  very  much  resembling  the  Buck¬ 
eye  in  outward  appearance,  but  is  a  late 
grower,  and  is  said  to  yield  equal  to  the 
common  Peach  Blow. 


Field  Corn  planted  early  iu  May  has 
nsqilly  to  be  replanted  once  or  twice.  If 
the  seed  does  not  rot  in  the  ground,  the 
poor  little  yellow  blades  are  frost  bitten, 
and  their  shriveled  ends  pine  for  the  hot 
sun.  Those  plants  that  survive  the  chills 
and  rains  of  May,  are  not  so  healthy,  or  well 
prepared  to  take  advantage  of  the  warm 
weather  when  it  comes,  as  that  planted  in 
the  proper  season,  which  in  the  latitude  of 
most  of  New  England,  New  York,  and 
westward,  is  after  the  middle  of  May  in  al¬ 
most  all  seasons;  and  often  it  is  not  best  to 
plant  before  the  first  of  June.  No  fault  is 
more  surely  repented  of  than  too  early 
planting  of  corn.  If  well  soaked,  and 
placed  in  a  warm  soil,  corn  is  very  soon 
above  ground,  and  a  few  warm  days  place 
it  beyond  fear  of  harm  from  cutworms, 
white  grub,  wire  worms,  or  crows — whereas 
that  planted  early  in  the  month  must  do 
battle  with  all  these  for  several  weeks,  if  it 
survive  the  dampness  and  the  frosts. 


loKign. 

Snecesa  of  Hiasiona  in  the  Pacific. — In  no 
part  of  the  world  has  the  progress  of  the 
Gospel  been  more  rapid,  This  remark  ap 
plica  to  the  Islands  in  the  North,  a.s  well  as 
those  in  the  distant  South.  The  American 
laiesion  in  tho  Sandwich  Islands  has,  under 
the  Divine  blessing,  transformed  the  inhab¬ 
itants  from  a  state  of  baibarism  to  a  state  of 
civilization.  And  such  have  been  the  re¬ 
sults  of  missionary  labors  of  the  Eoglish 
Church  in  New  Zealand,  of  the  Wesleyans 
iu  Fiji,  and  of  the.  Congregationalists  and 
Presbyterians  in  the  Samoan,  the  Society, 
and  other  Islands.  The  last  report  of  the 
London  Missionary  Society  states  that  in  all 
those  Islands  in  which  the  earlier  efforts  of 
the  Society  were  made,  the  very  vestiges  of 
idolatry  have  passed  away  ;  wars  have  ceas 
ed,  and  the  Islanders  now  dwell  in  peace. 
The  Bible  is  reverenced,  the  Sabbath  re- 
speoted,  the  Chnrches  crowded,  and  the 
people  live  as  becometh  those  who  profess 
godliness.  In  Islands  where  the  Gospel 
has  been  more  recently  introduced,  the 
measure  of  success  has  far  exceeded  the 
expectations  of  the  missionaries,  liespeot- 
ii'g  one  island  a  missionary  writes  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — 

"  Fifteen  years  ago  a  foreigner  would  not 
have  dared  to  land,  nor  been  suffered  to 
live  on  the  island.  Now,  foreigners  are 
treated  with  hospitality  and  kindness,  and 
those  who  live  amongst  the  people  lack  no 
good  things  that  the  land  produces.  Fif¬ 
teen  years  ago  they  lived  iu  the  bush  like 
brutes — now,  villages  and  neat  plastered 
cottages  evidence  the  progress  of  oivilizi- 
tion.  Fifteen  years  ago  anarchy,  war,  and 
bloodshed  prevailed  throughout  the  island 
— now  law,  order,  and  peace.  Fifteen  years 
ago  the  people  were  all  dark  and  degraded, 
Btrangers  to  prayer  and  praise— now  ‘cloth¬ 
ed  and  in  their  right  mind,’  they  snrronnd 
their  family  altars  night  and  morning,  to 
bow  down  to  the  God  of  heaven,  and  the 
air  is  vocal  with  their  songs  of  praise.  Fif¬ 
teen  years  ago  they  had  no  written  lan- 
gnage — now  they  have  the  Gospel  and  other 
books,  with  <«ro  thousand  readers.  Fifteen 
years  ago  they  were  all  before  God  dead  in 
sin — novv  there  are  360  iu  Church-fellow¬ 
ship,  living  to  his  glory,  besides  many  who, 
we  have  reason  to  hope,  are  new  creatures 
in  Christ  Jesns.” 

In  the  Peurhyn  Islands  twelve  years  ago, 
says  the  Witness,  the  natives  were  heathen 
savages,  now  they  know  and  love  the  Gos¬ 
pel,  and  have  made  such  progress  in  tho 
arts  of  civilization,  that  at  one  of  these 
islands  the  people  are  batter  clothed,  and 
pcHsecs better  uud  more  oommodions  houses 
than  the  residents  of  any  other  missionary 
station.  Out  of  700  inhabitants  on  another 
island,  111  are  Church  members.  In  1841 
these  very  people  were  described  by  a  Liout. 
Ringgold  as  the  wil  lest  and  most  savage 
natives  he  had  seen.”  The  work  on  these 
island?  bas  mainly  been  t  ccomplished  by 
the  agency  of  native  teachers. 

In  Eastern  Poljueeia  there  are  now  np 
fewer  than  133  students  under  ti'.'iiDiug  as 
ministers  and  evangelists.  Tho  Polyne¬ 
sians,  in  addition  to  the  sll^ppurt  of  200  na¬ 
tive  teachers,  giro,  on  an  average,  ten  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  per  annum  to  the  Missionury 
Society. 

Grande  Ligne  Mission. — The  Annual  Report 
of  the  "  Evangelical  Society  of  La  Grande 
Ligne,”  for  1863,  is  just  published.  The 
Ladies’  Asaociations  in  the  United  States 
have  not  relaxed  their  efforts.  The  receipts 
from  this  couttry  were  $3,051  68  The 
total  receipts  of  the  Society  were  $10,702 
57,  and  the  expenses  $10,711  83.  Had  it 
not  been  for  tho  heavy  discount  iu  cur  cur¬ 
rency,  the  Society  would  have  met  all  its 
expenses,  and  paid  off  the  deficit  of  the 
preceding  year.  The  donations  in  Eastern 
Canada  were  $2,275  19,  while  the  Western 
section  only  gave  $1,395  94.  Twenty  male 
and  female  laborers  have  been  employed 
during  the  past  year.  From  seventy  to 
seventy-five  pupils  were  under  coarse  of  in- 
straotion  at  Longnenil  and  Grande  Ligne. 
Following  the  accounts  of  the  educational  in¬ 
stitutions,  are  rf'ports,  containing  interesting 
details,  from  the  miseion  stations  at  Quebec, 
St  Pie,  St.  Muie,  St.  Rami,  Ely,  aud  Hen- 
riville.  Only  two  colporteurs  were  em¬ 
ployed  last  year,  but  over  thirty  persons 
have  embraced  the  Gospel,  and  twenty- four 
families  loft  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 
The  Rev.  John  Edwards  continues  as  trav¬ 
elling  agent.  Last  year  ha  visited  Britain. 
A  kindly  feeling  exists  between  the  agents 
of  this  mission  and  those  connected  with 
the  Church  of  England  mission  at  Sabre 
vois.  Dating  the  Week  of  Prayer,  these 
brethren  held  nnited  prayer-meetings  each 
evening,  alternating  between  Sabrevois 
and  Grande  Ligne.  At  the  latter  place,  too, 
there  is  a  good  feeling  on  the  part  of  Ro¬ 
man  Catholics.  Last  Spring,  after  some 
outbuildings  belonging  to  the  mission  had 
been  burned  down,  no  fewer  than  sixty  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  Canadians  voluntarily  offered 
their  assistance. 

A  Tarallel  to  the  Abbeville  Jaw-Bone  Case. — A 
curious  geological  fact,  beating  on  the  re¬ 
cent  disouBsion  on  the  antiquity  of  maoj 
was  mentioned  at  a  Bible  meeting  held  in 
the  West  of  Scotland  the  other  day,  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Monro,  of  Oampsie.  In  the  year 
1440— more  than  420  years  ago- the  Lady 
Mary,  daughter  of  James  HI.  of  Baotland, 
and  marriM  to  Sir  William  Edmonstowne, 
of  Dunleath,  who,  by  the  way,  was  her 
fourth  husband,  died  and  was  buried  in 
what  is  now  the  centre  of  the  pariah  ohnroh 
of  Strathblane.  Abont  250  years  after¬ 
wards,  her  descendant,  Archibald  Edmons- 
towne,  who  was  killed  at  the  memorable 
siege  of  Londonderry,  was  buried  in  her 
grave.  About  twenty  years  ago,  while  the 


parish  ohnroh  was  under  repair,  this  grave 
was  opened  at  the  request  of  the  present 
proprietor,  a  lineal  descendant  of  these 
personages — Sir  Archibald  Edmonstowne. 
And  now  comes  the  curious  part  of  the 
story.  Abont  five  feet  below  the  snifaoe 
the  workmen  came  upon  the  skeleton  of  a 
man,  donbtless  that  of  Archibald  Edmons¬ 
towne.  Bnt  on  digging  downwards  they 
reached,  not  the  skeleton  of  the  Trinoess, 
but  a  deep  bed  of  rongh  gravel,  which  ap¬ 
peared  so  obviously  to  have  been  undis¬ 
turbed,  that  they  gavenp  the  search  for  the 
remains  of  tho  bpdy.  They  were  encour¬ 
aged,  however,  to  persevere ;  and  two  or 
three  feet  farther  down  they  came  upon  the 
skull,  but  they  were  obliged  to  remove  sev¬ 
eral  large  stones  before  they  reached  to  the 
other  bones  of  the  skeleton.  The  question 
is,  how  came  that  gravel  and  these  stones 
there?  They  must  have  come  since  the 
burial  of  the  Princess,  though  there  is  nei¬ 
ther  record  nor  tradition  of  any  inundation 
in  the  district.  Yet,  if  this  gravel  bas  been 
drifted  into  Strathblane  within  the  last  500 
years,  why  not  also  at  Abbeville,  where  the 
gravel  is  not  smoother  or  with  fewer  indica¬ 
tions  of  having  been  distarbed. 

The  Baez  Canal. — It  anpears  that  the  strug¬ 
gle  about  tho  Suez  Canal  project  between 
France,  England,  and  Turkey,  is  purely 
political  If  it  should  be  built  it  could  be 
of  little  practical  value  to  commerce  on  ac¬ 
count  of  its  great  cost  aud  consequent  high 
toUs,  and  also,  as  it  is  said,  on  account  of 
the  dangers  of  the  Red  Sea  navigation, 
and  the  uncertainty  of  the  Mediterranean. 
The  French  desire  it,  and  have  formed  a 
company  for  the  constinctiou  of  it,  in  or¬ 
der  tha'.  the  Isthmus  may  come  under  their 
control ;  which  would  bo  of  vast  conse¬ 
quence  in  case  of  a  war  with  England.  The 
Euglibh  avo  doing  all  iu  their  power  by 
diplomacy  to  hinder  it,  and  have  induced 
the  Tiiikiah  Sultan  to  make  the  mo.st  tx- 
orbir.-iut  demands  npou  the  compauj. 
Doubtless  Ibis  is  one  source  of  the  aliena¬ 
tion  btlween  Franco  and  England,  It  may 
lead  to  serious  results,  as  Prince  Napoleon 
is  now  counseliing  the  utter  disregard  of 
the  demands  of  Turkey. 

A  Barbarian  Newspapsr  Subscriber.  —  The 
Court  Journal,  by  way  of  showing  that  it  is 
not  safe  to  publish  a  letter  in  the  English 
newspapers  throwing  dirt  at  even  a  savage 
who  understands  no  English,  says  that  Com¬ 
missioner  Yeh  had  i  uterpreters  who  regularly 
retailed  to  him  the  Parliamentary  debates  up¬ 
on  the  Celest  ial  E  mpire  and  the  ar tici  es  upon 
China  in  the  London  journals.  Ic  adds  that 
no  one  would  have  supposei  that  the  King 
of  Dahomey  was  a  reader  of  J'Ac  Times, 
But  so  it  is,  as  M.  Jules  Gerard  has  found 
to  his  cost.  That  mighty  hunter  last  year 
wrote  a  letter  to  Ihe  7\TOes  descriptive  of 
the  atrocities  perpetrated  in  the  Empire  of 
Dahomey.  What  is  more,  he  dated  it  from 
the  capital,  where  ho  was  at  the  time  enjoy¬ 
ing  the  hospitality  of  his  Majesty.

The  biographer  has  executed  his 
talk  in  nearly  all  respects  wisely  and  welL 
We  feel  that  Prescott’s  life  and  character 
are  truthfully  portrayed  before  us,  and  we 
learn  to  admire  and  love  a  man  who,  in  the 
laoe  of  great  and  seemingly  insuperable  o^ 
atacles,  accomplished  the  work  on  which  his 
faune  rests.  His  genial  spirit,  his  sooiil  trwts, 
his  charitable  feelings,  his  oonscientious 
love  of  truth,  his  unwearied  application, 
his  resolute  persistence  in  prosecuting  his 
literary  projects,  and  even  his  scrupulous¬ 
ness  in  the  repeated  corrections  of  his 
works  after  publication,  endear  him  to  us  , 
as  a  man  and  as  a  scholar.

writers  and  scholars.  If  translations  of 
Ihe  best  articles  from  the  German  Reviews 
sonld  be  more  largely  introduced,  we  ate 
not  sure  but  that  an  extended  patronage 
among  all  denominations  in  this  country 
might  be  secur^,  which  would  warrant  the 
publication  of  numbers  two  or  three  times 
the  size  of  the  present,  and  at  a  oorre- 
iponding  price.

This  book  is  announced  as  "  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  a  polished  and  experienced  pen.” 
It  betrays  no  little  familiarity  with  certain 
phgges  of  American  life,  but,  in  our  judg¬ 
ment,  not  those  which  ordinary  readers  will 
be  most  benefited  by  studying.  Intrigue 
and  crime  largely  form  the  staple  of  the 
story,  and  the  interest  culminates  in  the 
last  of  a  series  of  crimes  which  would  grace 
appropriately  the  columns  of  the  ”  Police 
Gazette.” 

Tbe  Sabbath  School  Chestnitts.  By  Asa 
Bullard,  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts 
Sabbath  School  Society. 

Not  a  few  in  foreign  lands  as  well  as  our 
own,  have  heard  the  story  of  the  insig- 
■  sificant  gift  of  150  chestnuts  from  a  poor 
woman  connected  with  a  mission  school  in 
an  obscure  neighborhood — the  result  of 
which  has  been  the  collection  for  Sabbath 
school  and  other  benevolent  causes  of  over 
91000,  while  the  story  itself  has  added — in 
telling — 8500  more.  If  the  snowball  does 
not  roll  to  a  larger  volume  by  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  this  book,  we  shall  be  mistaken. 
Besides  the  story  of  the  chestnuts,  other 
matters  are  taken  up  in  the  volume,  of  in¬ 
terest  to  Sunday  schools  generally.

*•  Charley  Adams.  ’  ’  Henry  Hoyt,  Boston. 

Nothing  is  more  common  than  for  the 
child  to  ask  in  thought  at  least,  with  regard 
to  many  a  coveted  indulgence.  What  harm 
in  it?  The  author  of  this  book  essays  to 
answer  the  question  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  carry  conviction  to  the  youthful  mind, 
and  lead  it  to  acquiesce  in  the  counsels  of 
parental  and  divine  wisdom.  The  story 
which  illustrates  the  principle  to  be  im¬ 
pressed,  is  very  pleasantly  told. 


The  StobtofthbNbw  PbiestofConoiption 
Bat.  By  Robert  LowelL  A  new  edition. 
With  illustrations  bv  Dailey.  Two  vol¬ 
umes  in  one.  E.  P.  Dutton  A  Oo. 
Although  it  is  some  years  since  this  work 
was  first  published,  we  think  it  belongs  to 
that  class  the  memory  of  which  will  bear 
to  be  revived.  The  author  is  original  in 
his  plan,  and  adheres  to  no  one  of  the  re¬ 
cognized  models.  His  characters,  various 
as  they  are,  are  marked  by  a  peculiar  indi¬ 
viduality,  as  if  he  was  but  drawing  on 
memory  for  the  features  and  phrases,  the 
manners  and  habits  of  thought,  by  which 
that  individuality  was  defined.  Human 
nature  is  indeed  many-sided  as  here  por¬ 
trayed,  and  the  reader  studies  it  while  he 
follows  the  easy  flowing  narrativa  The 
work,  originally  published  in  two  volumes, 
is  now  bound  iu  one,  and  makes  a  very  neat 
12mo.  Since  the  breaking  up  of  the  house 
of  Phillips,  Sampson  &  Oo.,  in  1859,  the 
plates,  being  the  author’s  property,  have 
remained  untouched  to  the  present  Cer¬ 
tain  changes  not  material  have  been  made 
in  the  work. 

Christian  Memorials  op  the  War.  Gould 
&  Lincoln,  Boston.  Sheldon  A  Co.,  New 
York. , 

This  volnme — compiled,  with  historical 
notes,  by  Prof.  Hackett  —  presents  ns 
”  scenes  and  incidents  illustrative  of  Relig¬ 
ions  faith  and  principle,  patriotism  and 
bravery”  in  our  armies.  The  narratives 
are  generally  short,  but  some  of  them  are 
deeply  affecting.  There  are  few  pages  that 
oan  be  read  without  strong  emotion.  The 
book  is  better  calonlated  than  any  compila¬ 
tion  of  eloquent  speeches  to  kindle  iu  the 
heart  the  fires  of  Christian  patriotism,  and 
more  than  this,  to  point  the  reader  to  the 
sinner’s  and  the  soldier’s  friend. 

The  Weed  with  an  III  Name.  By  the 
author  of  “History  of  a  Pocket  Bible,” 
&o. 

No  one  who  has  read  “  The  Story  of  a 
Pocket  Bible”  will  fail  to  regard  with  antio- 
ipatory  interest  another  book  from  the  same 
pen.  This  however  is  addressed  to  a 
yonnger  class  of  readers,  and  ft  character¬ 
ized  by  more  simplicity  of  language.  Yet 
it  is  rich  in  Scriptore  trnth  and  wise  ad¬ 
monition.  Published  by  the  American 
Tract  Society,  New  York. 

Ruth  Edwabds’  Yictobt,  or  the  White 
Stone,  and  other  stories. 

Our  readers  will  reoognize  in  the  contents 
of  this  book  some  familiar  words.  Ruth 
Edwards’  Victory — Harry  Edwards’  Defeat 
—Nannit  Merry — Peggy  Reed’s  Question — 
Snsie’s  Stocking,  compose  the  series  of 
stories  which  yoong  readers  will  eagerly 
devour.  The  book  is  pablished  by  the  Maa- 
eaohosetts  Sabbath  School  Society,  in  a 
neat  little  volume  of  over  200  pages. 

Mi  Cave  Life  in  Vicksbubo,  with  letters 
of  trial  and  travel.  By  a  Lady.  D.  Ap¬ 
pleton  &  Co. 

If  any  one  would  know  the  horrors  of 
war  even  to  nou-oombatants,  he  needs  but 
to  read  this  volume.  Cave-life  afforded  the 
only  personal  security  in  the  siege  of  Vicks¬ 
burg,  yet  even  its  comparative  quietude 
was  broken  by  constant  terror  and  alarm. 
The  author  of  this  book  states  that  “at 
any  time  she  could  have  sent  out,  near 
the  entrance  of  her  cave,  and  had  a  basket 
fall  of  balls,  from  shrspnell  and  the  miuie 
rifle,  picked  up  in  the  shortest  possible 
time.”  The  scenes  which  became  familiar 
to  her,  and  were  in  fact  her  every  day  ex¬ 
perience,  are  terrible  in  the  mere  recital. 
Fiction  grows  tame  before  the  straageness 
of  fact.  The  story  is  well  told,  and  indi¬ 
cates  a  facile  and  graceful  pen. 

The  Sabbath.  The  American  Tract  So¬ 
ciety,  New  York,  publish  in  32mo  the  excel¬ 
lent  article  entitled  The  Anglo-American 
Sabbath,  by  Prof.  Sohaff,  read  before  the 
National  Sabbath  Convention  held  last 
August  at  Saratoga  Springs.

Three  little  books  of  32  pages  each  which 
give  lessons  of  duty  from  real  life — and 
which  the  children  will  read  through  before 
they  lay  them  down.  They  are  published 
by  the  American  Tract  Society,  New  York. 

General  Butler  in  New  Orleans  — 
Mason  &  Brothers  of  this  oity,  have  brought 
ont  this  popular  history,  written  by  James 
Parton,  in  a  seventy- five  cent  edition,  which 
is  very  cheap  oousideriug  the  excellent 
style  in  which  it  is  printed.  It  will  doubt¬ 
less  secure  a  wide  circulation  in  this  form. 

Maximilian  Accepts  the  Crown. — On 
the  19bh  of  April  the  Archduke  Maximilian 
received  the  Mexican  depntation  charged 
to  offer  him  the  crown,  at  bis  palace  of  Mi¬ 
ramar,  when  it  was  formally  preeented  and 
received  by  him  with  great  solemnity.  The 
God  eaves  and  Te  Deums  having  been  gone 
through  with,  the  deputation  thanked  the 
new  Emperor  for  his  definitive  aooeptanee, 
end  paid  homage  to  him  after  the  Spanish 
form  by  severally  bending  their  knees  and 
kissing  the  hand  of  the  sovereign.  The 
Emperor  and  Empress  had  a  ro;al  and 
diplomstio  reception  in  Rome,  and  left  that 
oity  on  the  24th  nit.  for  Oivita  Veochia,  to 
embark  for  Mexico.  They  bad  au'aodienoe 
of  the  Pope  on  the  19th  of  April,  and  his 
Holiness  returned  the  visit.  Maximilian’s 
minister  to  France  had  presented  his  cre¬ 
dentials  in  Paris.  Napoleon  had  recom¬ 
mended  a  redaction  in  the  taxea  of  France, 
in  oonsf  qijieooe  of  the  coming  payment  of 
an  instalment  of  the  Mexican  indemnity. 

Garibaldi’s  reception  in  London  was 
sneh  as  a  king  might  be  prond  of.  He  was 
greeted  by  a  larger  crowd  than  was  ever  seen 
toere  before,  and  was  fire  hours  getting 
from  the  railway  station  to  the  Duke  of 
Sutherland’s,  a  dietanoe  of  between  two 
and  three  miles.  He  is  looked  up  to  as  one 
who  has  been  speoially  ordained  to  effect 


deliverenoe.  This  is  manifest  from  the  ad- 
drosB  cf  the  Poles  on  the  day  after  his  ar¬ 
rival  in  London.  By  the  last  foreign  ad¬ 
vices,  to  the  21st,  it  appears  his  visit  in 
England  has  been  brought  to  a  sudden 
close,  some  writers  assert  on  account  of 
bis  health  suffering  from  the  excitement, 
and  others  have  it  that  the  British  ore  iu- 
fluenced  through  French  diplomacy  to  re¬ 
strain  their  enthusiasm.  The  sum  of  £2000 
bad  been  subscribed  at  the  Duke  of  Suther¬ 
land’s  as  the  oommenoement  of  a  fund  to 
make  a  permanent  provision  for  the  General 
and  his  family. 

The  Schleswig-Holstein  War,  —  The 
last  bold  the  Danes  bad  on  the  main  land  of 
Schleswig,  the  fortlfioations  at  Dappel,  has 
fallen,  after  a  siege  of  two  mouths,  into  the 
hands  of  the  Prussians.  The  Danish  army 
has  effdoted  a  retreat  into  the  island  of  Al- 
sen,  but  not  without  sufforing  very  severe 
losses.  Two  thousand  six  hundred  men, 
four  hundred  ofliosrH,  and  ninety  gn»s  are. 
reported  to  have  been  captured,  and  the 
number  of  tho.se  who  have  been  put  hors  de 
combat  is  estimated  at  4000.  Danish  aooonuts 
state  that  four  regiments  were  nearly  anni¬ 
hilated. 

Nothing  now  remains  to  the  Danes  of  the 
Duchy  of  Schleswig  but  the  island  of  Alsen, 
and  even  this,  aooording  to  a  dispatch  from 
Hamburg,  has  already  been  occupied  by  the 
Prussians.  The  latter  intended  also  to  oo- 
onpy  at  onoe  the  whole  of  Jutland,  the 
northernmost  of  the  continental  provinces 
of  Danmark,  as  a  pledge  for  indemnification 
of  losses  by  Danish  veesela.  In  Jutland,  the 
fortress  of  Frederioia  alone  will  bo  able  to 
hold  out  for  a  few  more  weeks;  outside  of 
it  every  resistance  to  the  advance  of  the 
Prussians  will  be  abandoned  as  useless.  The 
island  of  Alsen  will,  of  course,  be  evacuated 
BO  soon  as  the  Prussians  effect  a  landing;  for 
while  the  comparatively  small  Danish  army 
might  hope  to  defend  themselves  for  some 
time  against  the  superior  forces  of  the  Prue- 
sians,  behind  so  strong  fortifioations  as  the 
Daun'evirko  and  Dappel,  they  oan  indulge 
no  snob  hope  if  they  are  forced  iato  pitched 
battles. 

As  the  Allied  Powers  will  probably  not  at 
tempt  an  attack  upon  any  of  the  other  is¬ 
lands,  and  the  Danes  will  be  unable  to  un¬ 
dertake  any  aggressive  operations,  the  war 
comes  necessarily  to  an  end,  and  the  ques¬ 
tion  whether  peace  will  be  restored  or  the 
war  expand  into  a  general  European  war 
rests  now  entire!?^,'*,  the  result  ol  the  Lon¬ 
don  Oongress,  l(v^i||^was  to  bold  its  first 
meeting  on  the  19(i!M|^pril. 


Safettop  the  ‘Re  G»antoomo,’ — This 
vessel,  ooncerning  whose  safety  there  has 
been  so  mnoh  anxiety,  has  been  heard  from. 
She  bad  arrived  at  Teroeira,  one  of  the 
Azores  or  Western  Islands,  greatly  damaged 
by  the  violent  storms  she  enoountered,  but 
without  any  loss  of  hfe.  Her  masts  were 
oarried  away,  her  bulwarks  stove  in,  and  all 
her  gnus  bad  to  be  thrown  overboard.  The 
ofiloers  and  crew  lost  nearly  all  their  cloth¬ 
ing,  and  suffered  great  hardships. 

The  French  Tobacco.— It  is  stated  from 
Washington  that  the  French  Minister  is 
satisfied  that  the  James  river  cannot  at  this 
time  be  navigated  with  eafety^  and  that  the 
vessels  could  not  bring  away  one- quarter  of 
the  tobaooo  alleged  to  belong  to  the  French 
Government.  This  little  affair  may  be  use¬ 
ful  to  the  Emperor  by  way  of  a  pretext, 
by-and-by. 

—  On  Sunday  morning,  Commodore  W.  D. 
Porter,  the  eldest  son  of  Commodore  David  Por¬ 
ter  celebrated  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  brother  of 
Admiral  David  D.  Porter,  of  the  Ued  River  fleet, 
died  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  New  York,  of  disease 
of  the  licart.  His  disease  was  superinduced  by 
severe  scalds  suffered  oa  board  the  gunboat  Essex, 
whose  boiler  was  exploded  by  a  shot  from  the 
enemy,  and  by  subsequent  attacks  of  fever. 

—  Most  disastrous  news  is  brought  to  St.  Johns, 

Newfoundland,  by  the  first  return  sealer,  says  the 
Montreal  Witness.  She  reports  sixteen  sealing 
vessels  wrecked ;  100  ioe-bound  without  any 

seals,  and  700  wrecked  men  at  Green  Pond.  The 
average  catch  nearly  a  total  failure. 

—  The  Presbytery  of  California  met  on  the  9th 
of  March  last,  and  among  other  matters  it  recom¬ 
mended  all  Christians  to  “  unite  in  earnest  sup¬ 
plication  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  he  would 
give  us  such  timely  raiiis  nt  this  season  as  shall 
supply  the  wants  of  man  and  beast.” 

— The  Hon.  Edward  Everett,  who  recently  in¬ 
vited  subscriptions  to  be  sent  to  him  for  the  suf¬ 
ferers  in  East  Tennesse,  has  now  received  over 
uinety.^ousand  dollars. 

—  Rev.  B.  F.  Tefft  and  family  sailed  from  tliia 
port  on  Saturday  23d,  for  Stockholm,  Sweden. 
Dr.  Tefft  resign  ed  his  consulate  and  returned  to 
America  last  Fall.  He  now  goes  back  to  Sweden 
us  an  emigration  agent,  representing  emigration 
societies  of  this  city  and  of  Maine,  and  clothed 
with  power  to  mako  contracts  with  laborers  and 
artisans  to  come  to  this  country. 

—  I’lie  English  papers  announce  the  arrival  in 
Southampton  of  two  magnificent  swonis,  one 
mounted  in  gold  and  the  other  in  silver,  intended 
as  presents  from  tlio  President  of  the  United 
States  to  the  two  Kings  of  Siam.  They  were  to 
be  forwarded  to  tiie  East  by  one  of  the  steamers 
of  the  Oriental  line. 

—  The  report  of  the  city  mortality  by  the  In¬ 
spector  states  that  458  deaths  have  occurred  in 
the  city  during  the  past  week  ;  112  men,  112 
women,  129  boys,  and  105  girls. 

— ‘‘Qeo.  M.  Patclien,”  the  famous  trotting  horse, 
died  of  a  rupture,  on  Sunday  last,  at  John  I. 
Snedeker’i,  on  Long  Island.  Ho  cost  his  last 
owner,  Mr.  Wm.  Waltermire,  $26,000,  and  was 
uninsured. 

—  After  a  three  weeks’  trial  the  five  omnibns 
lines  of  tliis  city  which  raised  their  fair  to 
ten  cents,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  they 
can  juake  more  money  at  tlie  old  rate.  Accord¬ 
ingly.  Droadway  and  the  omnibuses  are  again 
crowded,  and  the  good  time  that  the  poor  horses 
were  having  lias  come  to  an  end. 

—  'Ihe  walls  and  foundations  of  the  new  Uni¬ 
tarian  Church  at  Obioago  have  settled  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  will  have  to  be  taken  down  and 
rebuilt— adding  about  one-third  to  the  cost  of 
the  edifice.

T^e  bank  statement  presents  no  now  featu  es 
of  importance;  the  loans  have  been  further  re¬ 
duced,  while  the  deposits  have  gone  up,  and  the 
specie  average  falls  off  on  the  gain  from  customs. 
Ths  customs  at  this  port  for  the  month  of  April 
reach  about  fourteen  millions  of  dollars. 

’I'ua  U.  S.  10-40  Loan. — It  has  been  rumored 
that  this  new  loan  would  probably  ba  withdrawn 
from  the  market;  but  the  statement  had  no  foun¬ 
dation.  It  is  increasing  in  popularity,  and  will 
probably  bo  taken  faster  than  the  Government 


ncccfsities  require.  The  attempts  of  interefited 
parties  to  compel  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
raise  the  rate  of  interest  have  signally  failed,  and 
the  experience  of  the  l.^st  few  weeks  gives  every 
reason  to  believe  that  all  the  money  the  treasury 
wants  to  borrow  am  lie  obtained  for  five  per  cent, 
interest  in  gold.  ’I'be  National  Banks  act  as  loan 
agents,  and  tliey  now  number  marly  four  hun¬ 
dred,  roprcsenling  between  fifty  and  sixty  millions 
of  capital.  I'liose  of  this  city  alone  represent  up¬ 
wards  of  seventeen  millions. 

The  Secretjiry  of  the  Treasury  purposes  to  re¬ 
tain  the  proceeds  of  tho  saloAif  tlie  10-40  Loan  in 
the  Treasury  as  long  as  practicable,  in  order  to 
lessen  the  amount  of  Currency  afloat,  and  restore 
the  Commercial  itatus  to  a  more  healthy  I  asis. 
’The  ‘‘ inflation  of  the  Currencj-,”  about  which 
there  lias  been  so  much  said  by  the  enemioj 
of  the  present  administration,  is  distinctly 
charged  by  the  Secretary  to  the  heavy  emis¬ 
sions  of  the  Slate  Banks.  It  has  all  along  been 
said  that  the  great  expansion  of  the  Curren¬ 
cy  was  the  result  of  tbe  continued  emission  of 
“  IvCgal-tendcrs  ” ;  but  since  it  was  shown  that 
instead  of  this  the  issue  was  long  since  8toppe.d, 
wliile  the  interest  liearing  notes  have  been  gradu¬ 
ally  withdrawn  from  circulation,  thtro  has  been 
less  of  detraction  save  in  tlie  mrst  reckless  quar¬ 
ters.  Congress  is  prt-paiiiig,  after  much  delay, 
some  sound  and  adequate  legii-Iation  th.at  will 
give  the  country  a  sound  financial  ba'-is.

at  that.  The  evening  exchange  in  Fifth  avenue 
was  almost  deserted,  the  daily  crowds  in  William 
street  correspondingly  thin,  and  the  productive 
value  of  railway  and  other  property  was  generally 
canvassi  d  with  more  coolness. 

'riie  unprecedented  demand  for  Gold  to  pay  into 
the  Custom-house,  averaging  since  Monday,  25th, 
nearly  a  million  a  day  ($1,629,000  for  the  week), 
kept  up  the  price  until  the  close.  As  the  New 
Tariff  Ai  t,  with  its  greatly  increased  duties,  is 
now  Ihe  law,  this  demand  will  return  to  a  moder¬ 
ate  daily  average.  'I'ho  week,  notwithstanding 
that,  owing  to  the  diminished  want,  money  is 
easy,  hiw  opened  very  dull  in  all  depai  traenls  of 
tragic,  and  the  general  disinclination  to  engage 
in  any  new  business,  uutil  political  and  military 
affairs  become  more  settled,  h.os  been  strongly 
marked.  At  the  afternoon  board,  stocks  closi.d 
lower  and  dull,  and  at  no  time  in  three  years  has 
there  been  so  little  spirit  among  speculators.  A 
few  operators,  tired  of  waiting,  have  thrown  their 
property  overboard,  and  lower  prices  liave  been 
produced,  with  a  smaller  business.  Gold  stocks 
and  all  new  speculative  euterprisos  are  almost 
wholly  neglected,  and  if  forced  to  sell  would  not 
bring  enough  per  share  to  pay  for  printing  the 
certificates.  There  is  a  moderate  iuvestment  de¬ 
mand  fur  Railway  shares  at  quotations,  but  not 
enough  to  steady  the  markets.  Tho  closing  prices 
were:  Gold,  177|:  New  York  Central,  131 J;  Erie, 
llOJ;  Hudson  River,  1324;  Reading,  128J;  Mich¬ 
igan  Southern.
